KABUL — NATO said Friday that it 
was investigating an airstrike on two 
fuel tankers hijacked by Taliban fight- 
ers in northern Afghanistan that some 
Afghan officials said killed dozens of 
civilians — the latest deadly incident 
that threatens to complicate the inter- 
national military mission inside the em- 
battled nation. 

The airstrike, which U.S. and Ger- 
man officials confirmed was carried 
out by an American jet called in by a 
German forward air controller, killed 
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more than 70 people, local Afghan au- 
thorities said. Among the victims were 
civilians who had gathered to collect 
fuel from the tankers after the tankers 
were hijacked and got stuck on a muddy 
riverbank. 

German officials, who spoke to The 
Associated Press on condition of ano- 
nymity as a matter of policy, said the 
strike took place 40 minutes after the 
commanders requested it and an un- 
manned surveillance aircraft deter- 
mined no civilians were in the area. It 
was unclear whether civilians began to 
assemble during that time.

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Airstrike: NATO investigates bombing that killed scores 


AIRSTRIKE, FROM PAGE 1 


NATO said a “large number of 
insurgents” were killed or injured 
in the bombing, which took place 
in the pre-dawn hours Friday on 
a riverbank near the village of 
Omar Khel, in Kunduz province 
north of Kabul, about five miles 
southwest of a small German 
military base. 

The airstrike occurred as U.S. 
Gen. Stanley McChrystal, the 
overall commander of U.S. and 
NATO forces in Afghanistan, and 
other senior officials are trying 
to minimize civilian casualties 
and turn around the faltering war 
effort. 

In an interview on Thursday, 
only hours before the Kunduz air- 
strike, the top noncommissioned 
officer for U.S. and NATO forces 
in Afghanistan said the use of air- 
strikes and night raids had been 
sharply curtailed. 

“( This] is a sign of how we are 
changing how we fight,’ Com- 
mand Sgt. Maj. Michael T. Hall 
told Stars and Stripes. “We are 
not perfect, and mistakes will be 
made, but hopefully, the new pro- 
cedures will keep incidents to the 
bare minimum.” 

A German defense spokesman 
told reporters on Friday that Ger- 
man officials were not aware of 
any civilians killed in Friday’s 
airstrike. 

But he added: “We assume 
almost all killed people were 
insurgents.” 

NATO and Afghan authorities 
have started an investigation, ac- 
cording to a written statement. 

“While the attack was clearly 
directed at the insurgents, ISAF

will do whatever is necessary to 
help the community, including 
medical assistance and evacu- 
ation as requested,” said Brig. 
Gen. Eric Tremblay, NATO 
spokesman, in the _ statement. 
“ISAF regrets any unnecessary 
loss of human life and is deeply 
concerned for the suffering that 
this action may have caused our 
Afghan friends.” 

ISAF is the NATO-led, 42-na- 
tion International Security Assis- 
tance Force. 

Rezaq Yaqubi, the Kunduz pro- 
vincial police chief, said that 56 
Taliban fighters were killed and 12 
were injured in the bombing. He 
said that civilians were collecting 
gas from the trucks on the river- 
bank when the airstrike occurred. 
He said civilians were killed, but 
he was unsure how many. 

“Ttis not clear yet,” Yaqubi said. 
“We are still investigating.”

A Sept. 5 story should

Prior to Friday, Hall said, the 
last time Afghan civilians had 
been killed by bombing from 
NATO jets was in May. In July, at 
least five civilians were killed and 
seven wounded after a helicopter 
struck insurgents with rocket and 
cannon fire in Zabul province, ac- 
cording to NATO forces. 

The alliance says 108 Afghan 
civilians have been confirmed 
killed by airstrikes this year. But 
the United Nations reported last 
month that at least 40 airstrikes 
had killed 200 civilians dur- 
ing the first six months of 2009. 
While acknowledging that steps 
have been taken to minimize 
deaths, the U.N. said “airstrikes 
remain the largest cause of civil- 
ian deaths” attributable to NATO 
and Afghan forces. 

McChrystal has issued new 
counterinsurgency guidelines to 
international forces that empha- 
size protecting civilians over kill- 
ing Taliban fighters. 

“We will not win simply by kill- 
ing insurgents,” says the six-page 
document, published last week. 
“We will help the Afghan people 
win by securing them, by pro- 
tecting them from intimidation,

violence and abuse, and by oper- 
ating in a way that respects their 
culture and religion. This means 
that we must change the way we 
think act and operate.” 

Calling the counterinsurgency 
effort a “change in mind-set” for 
U.S. and NATO forces, Hall said 
the new approach recognizes that 
hurting innocent civilians or de- 
stroying their property is “going 
to work against” U.S. and NATO 
forces. 

“So we don’t kill the people 
who are shooting at us,” he said. 
“That’s not always a bad thing.” 

Instead, U.S. and NATO forces 
will refocus their efforts on de- 
nying insurgents control of key 
populated areas and diminishing 
insurgents’ influence over the Af- 
ghan people. 

“If we take away the things 
they want, we win,” Hall said. 
“If we push them away from the 
cities they occupy and control, 
we win, and we don’t have to kill 
them.”

KABUL — Eight security 
guards at the U.S. Embassy in Af- 
ghanistan have been fired follow- 
ing allegations of lewd behavior 
and sexual misconduct at their 
living quarters, the embassy said 
Friday. 

The Kabul senior manage- 
ment team of ArmorGroup North 
America, the private contractor 
that provides the guards for the 
State Department, is also “being 
replaced immediately,’ an em- 
bassy statement said. 

The statement said the guards 
who were fired left the country 
Friday. Two other guards re- 
signed and left. Their names and 
nationalities were not released. 

The statement said all 10 ap- 


peared in photographs that de- 
picted guards and supervisors in 
various stages of nudity at parties 
flowing with alcohol. 

A team from the State Depart- 
ment inspector general has ar- 
rived to lead an investigation, the 
embassy said. 

The scandal surfaced this week 
when an independent watchdog 
said guards were subjected to 
abuse and hazing by supervisors. 

The Project on Government 
Oversight contended the situation 
had led to a breakdown in morale 
and leadership that compromised 
security at the embassy in Kabul, 
where nearly 1,000 U.S. diplo- 
mats, staff and Afghan nationals 
work. 

Nearly two-thirds of the 450 
embassy guards are Gurkhas 
from Nepal and northern India 
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8 guards at U.S. Embassy in Kabul fired 


who speak little English, a situa- 
tion that creates communications 
breakdowns, the group said. Pan- 
tomime is often used to convey 
orders and instructions. 

In at least one case, supervi- 
sors brought prostitutes into the 
quarters where the guards live, 
a serious breach of security and 
discipline, the watchdog said this 
week. 

In other instances, members 
of the guard force drew Afghans 
into activities forbidden by Mus- 
lims, such as drinking alcohol, it 
said. 

On Thursday, the embassy 
said alcohol had been prohibited 
at Camp Sullivan — the off-site 
location where ArmorGroup 
guards live — and diplomatic se- 
curity staff had been assigned to 
the camp.

Brown defends presence in Afghanistan

LONDON — Prime Minister Gordon Brown de- 
fended Britain’s military presence in Afghanistan 
on Friday — a major policy speech that came as a 
defense aide quit over the mission’s strategy and a 
soldier was court-martialed for refusing to return to 
the war-torn country. 

Brown said insurgents in Afghanistan and Paki- 
stan still presented major terrorist threats. 

“Each time I have to ask myself if we are doing the 
right thing by being in Afghanistan. Each time I have 
to ask myself if we can justify sending our young men 
and women to fight for this cause,” Brown said in a 
keynote speech to the think tank Institute of Strate- 
gic Studies. “And my answer has always been yes.” 

American and British opinion polls have shown 
waning support since the U.S.-led invasion of Af- 
ghanistan began in 2001. Some 730 U.S. troops have 
been killed, while 212 British soldiers have died. 
Brown said casualties had risen recently, due in part 
to the Taliban’s increased use of improvised explo- 
sive devices. 

Brown’s speech came at an awkward time for 
his leadership after being criticized for failing to 
give clear answers on Afghanistan and other policy 
issues. 

Defense aide Eric Joyce, a former army officer 
and Labour Party member, resigned Thursday on 
the eve of Brown’s speech. He criticized the govern- 
ment for failing to justify the war to voters and urged 
Brown to specify when the some 9,000 British troops 
would be withdrawn. 

“T do not think the public will accept for much lon- 


ger that our losses can be justified by simply refer- 
ring to the risk of greater terrorism on our streets,” 
Joyce said in his resignation letter. “We also need to 
make it clear that our commitment in Afghanistan is 
high but time limited.” 

Although Brown gave no details of an exit strat- 
egy, he said British troops needed to speed up the 
Afghan army’s training. 

“In the spring, NATO announced that we would 
support the expansion of the Afghan army from 
80,000 to 134,000 by November 2011,” Brown said. 

He said that by November 2010 a third of British 
troops would be teaming up with Afghan forces and 
that the U.K. government would provide an extra 
20 million pounds ($32 million) to help stabilize the 
volatile Helmand province, including police and ju- 
dicial training. 

Britain faces a general election next year, and 
Afghanistan is likely to be a divisive issue for both 
Brown’s Labour Party and the Conservatives, who 
are favored to win. 

As more troops die, criticism has also turned to 
a perceived lack of equipment for soldiers. Earlier 
this summer, Mark Malloch-Brown, an outgoing 
British foreign minister, said that forces in Afghani- 
stan needed more helicopters, directly contradicting 
Brown, who said the military had what it needed and 
spending per soldier had more than doubled since 
2006. 

Brown said Friday that by next spring, Britain will 
have doubled the number of helicopters for troops. 

Spain said Friday it will consider sending more 
troops to Afghanistan. It currently has about 1,200 
soldiers there.

ARLINGTON, Va. — Two 
units’ deployments in Afghani- 
stan have been extended, the 
Defense Department announced 
Thursday night. 

The 82nd Airborne Division 
Headquarters will spend about 
50 extra days in Afghanistan, 
and the 3rd Combat Aviation Bri- 
gade will be extended for about 
two weeks, a Defense Depart- 
ment news release said. 

“The process will be managed 
to avoid stop-loss for personnel,” 
the news release said. 

Gen. Stanley McChrystal, the 
commander of U.S. and NATO 
forces in the country, told Stars 
and Stripes on Friday that this 
was an isolated move and he 
knew of no plans to extend any 
additional units. 

The Defense Department 
plans to end the use of stop- 
loss in all but extreme cases by 
March 2011. Beginning this Jan- 
uary, active-duty soldiers will 
deploy without being subject to 
stop-loss. 

The extensions are meant to 
ensure that the units’ replace- 
ments get their full year at home, 
the news release said. 

The 101st Airborne Division 
Headquarters will deploy six 
months ahead of schedule to re- 
lieve the 82nd. 

The 10th Combat Aviation Bri- 
gade will also deploy to Afghani- 
stan this spring. 

The moves are part of a U.S. 
Forces-Afghanistan effort to 
ensure the headquarters in Af- 
ghanistan come from the 82nd, 
101st and later the 10th Moun- 
tain Division for the near term, 
an Army official said. 

That way, the units return to 
work in areas and with people 
that they are familiar with, help- 
ing them build trust with locals 
and eventually increasing their

time at home, the official said. 

The Army has pursued a simi- 
lar strategy in Iraq, where the 
headquarters for U.S. troops in 
Baghdad has alternated between 
the 4th Infantry Division and 
the 1st Cavalry Division, said 
Army spokesman Lt. Col. Lee 
Packnett. 

“It gives the locals familiar- 
ity with the patch, because they 
identify more with the unit patch 
than individuals, and probably 
30 percent of a unit rotates back,” 
Packnett said. 

Still, the news is reminiscent 
of the bad old days, when units 
in Iraq were frequently extend- 
ed, eventually prompting De- 
fense Secretary Robert Gates to 
lengthen all Army deployments 
to the U.S. Central Command 
theater of operations from 12 to 
15 months in April 2007. 

Army rotations to the CENT- 
COM theater went back to 12 
months in August 2008. 

Even with the drawdown in 
Iraq, the number of soldiers de- 
ployed is expected to increase 
slightly through mid 2010, Army 
Chief of Staff Gen. George Casey 
said in January. 

U.S. troop strength in Iraq is 
expected to remain fairly close to 
what it is now until the elections 
in January, while the number of 
U.S. troops in Afghanistan is ex- 
pected to reach 68,000 this year, 
and the top commander there 
could ask for more.

TOKYO — Pull up a virtual chair 
and take a load off. 

That’s what one researcher wants 
troops and veterans to do inside Chi- 
coma Lodge, a virtual gathering spot 
on the Internet. 

The lodge is the central point of 
“Coming Home,” a project created by 
Jacquelyn Morie, who teaches at the 
Institute for Creative Technologies at 
the University of Southern California. 

“It’s a VFW of the 21st century,” 
Morie said in a phone interview this 
summer. 

Morie is building the Chicoma 
Lodge inside Second Life (secondlife. 
com), a virtual world on the Internet 
that allows people to meet, play games, 
shop, build dream homes, hike, vaca- 
tion, play music, even date. Each per- 
son has a virtual self called an avatar 
that can roam from place to place to 
look for new activities and friends. 

Morie had been researching Second 
Life, and she and a colleague came up 
with the idea for a virtual Veterans of 
Foreign Wars lodge more than a year 
ago. They wanted to make a space 
for troops who wanted to talk about 
their experiences — both deployed

and at home — with others in similar 
situations. 

“What if we built a center for them 
within Second Life?” she said of the 
idea. “We could sprinkle it with some 
gentle therapy for those who may have 
second thoughts about getting help.” 

She applied for and won a $500,000 
Army grant to create the lodge. 

“This project serves to provide an 
alternate outlet for returning veterans 
that can help them deal with reinte- 
gration into society,” wrote John Hart, 
who works at the U.S. Army Research, 
Development and Engineering Com- 
mand, in response to questions about 
the project. 

Chicoma Lodge looks like a ski 
lodge, with rooms filled with pool ta- 
bles, couches and fireplaces. But the 
lodge is only the beginning, Morie 
says. She’s working on a collection 
of games, similar to the multiplayer 
games also available on the Internet 
or through handheld devices. 

But Morie wants the activities in 
Chicoma Lodge to help heal as well 
as entertain. The lodge includes yoga 
and martial arts. She’s working on 








programs for injured troops, who 
would be able to control their avatar’s 
motions on running paths by breath- 
ing into a microphone. 

In the time that Morie applied for 
and won the project, a veterans group 
formed inside Second Life on its own, 
she said. Now she’s working with its 
900 or so members to spread the word 
about the lodge and invite others to 
come inside. 

Morie opened up the lodge on Sec- 
ond Life in late August, but only to a 
select group of vets who she’s been 
working with inside the virtual world. 
Once she has their feedback, she’s 
planning to launch it to the public in 
October. 

Morie said she hopes to eventually 
have more activities for veterans in 
the lodge, including group therapy for 
those who want to talk. 

Most people who use Second Life 
remain anonymous, relying on their 
avatar to explore new places and ex- 
periences, she said. That might make 
it easier for them to ask for help, she 
added. 

“This is whole new territory,” she 
said. “The best thing (for them) is a lot 
of group support.”

CAMP FOSTER, Okinawa — 
The poverty levels for families 
seeking free and reduced price 
lunches for students attend- 
ing base schools in Pacific and 
Europe are about $1,000 higher 
this year. 

Last year, the maximum 
income eligibility guideline for 
a family of four was $34,450 
a year or less for free lunch- 
es and $49,025 annually for 
reduced price meals. On Friday, 
the Department of Defense 
Educational Activity announced 
the maximums for the same 
size family are now $35,841 and 
$51,005, respectively. 

The rates are for all overseas 
schools except for Guam, which 
follows the federal guidelines for 
the 48 contiguous states. 

The new eligibility rates for 
the Pacific are based on the fed- 
eral income eligibility rates for 
Alaska and are in effect through 
June 30, 2010.

More students eligible 
for free, low-cost meals 


Families can apply for free 
or reduced price lunches at any 
time during the school year, 
according to a DODEA news 
release. 

The exchange services pro- 
vide the lunches to schools in the 
Pacific. According to the Army 
and Air Force Exchange Service, 
the cost of school lunches for 
students remains unchanged 
this year, even though nearly 60 
percent of the public schools in 
the U.S. increased school lunch 
prices an average of 25 cents to 
keep up with costs, according to 
the School Nutrition Association. 

DODDS elementary school 
students in the Pacific pay $2.05 
for lunch and secondary students 
pay $2.20. Students eligible for 
reduced prices in elementary 
and secondary schools pay 40 
cents. 

Last year, 1,689 of the 18,353 
students enrolled in Pacific 
DODDS schools qualified for 
free lunches and 1,249 qualified 
for the reduced price lunches. 

Families can apply for the pro- 
gram at their installations.

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Former soldier blames military, 
Says he was only following orders

PADUCAH, Ky. — A former 
soldier received five consecu- 
tive life sentences Friday for his 
role in the rape and murder of an 
Iraqi teenager and the slaying of 
three of her family members. 

“What the defendant did was 
horrifying and inexcusable,” U.S. 
District Judge Thomas Russell 
said in sentencing Steven Dale 
Green, 24, of Midland, Texas. 
“The court believes any lesser 
sentence would be insufficient.” 

A civilian jury in western Ken- 
tucky convicted Green in May of 
raping Abeer Qassim al-Janabi, 
conspiracy and multiple counts of 
murder. 

Green shot and killed the teen’s 
mother, father and sister, then be- 
came the third soldier to rape her 
before shooting her in the face. 
Her body was set on fire March 
12, 2006, at their rural home out- 
side Mahmoudiya, Iraq, about 20 
miles south of Baghdad. 

The panel couldn’t reach a 
unanimous decision about wheth- 
er Green should get a death sen- 
tence, automatically making 
Green’s sentence life in prison. 
Barring a successful appeal or 
presidential pardon, Green will 
not be eligible for release from 
prison. 

Green told the judge he merely 


followed orders from other sol- 
diers involved in the attack. 

“You can act like I’m a socio- 
path. You can act like I’m a sex of- 
fender or whatever,” Green said. 
“If I had not joined the Army, if I 
had not gone to Iraq, I would not 
have got caught up in anything.” 

At a hearing in May, Green 
repeatedly apologized to the al- 
Janabi family, saying he knew 
little about Iraqis and realizes 
now his actions then were wrong. 
Green described the attacks as 
“evil” and said when he dies 
“there will be justice and what- 
ever I deserve, I'll get.” 

During Green’s trial, defense 
attorneys never contested Green’s 
role in the attacks. Instead, they 
focused on saving his life by put- 
ting on witnesses who testified 
that the military failed Green on 
multiple fronts — by allowing a 
troubled teen into the service, not 
recognizing and helping a soldier 
struggling emotionally and pro- 
viding inadequate leadership. 

During the sentencing hearing, 
defense attorney Patrick Bouldin 
said Green tried to take respon- 
sibility for his role in the attacks, 
twice offering to plead guilty and 
serve life in prison. Assistant U.S. 
Attorney Marisa Ford said one 
offer came on the eve of jury se- 
lection, the other two weeks into 
jury selection.

with the 101st Airborne Division 
based at Fort Campbell, Ky., were 
investigated after the killings. 
Three who went to the family’s 
home, along with Green, received 
lengthy sentences up to 110 years 
but will become eligible for pa- 
role in seven years. Another who 
had a lesser role was released 
from military prison after serv- 
ing 27 months. 


All except Green were charged 
under the Uniform Code of 
Military Justice and faced a 
court-martial. 

Two of the soldiers who were 
at the home when Green shot the 
family pleaded guilty and a mili- 
tary jury convicted a third. 

Green said the idea of his co- 
defendants being out of prison 
one day is “all right with me.” 


“They planned it,” Green said. 
“All I ever did was what they told 
me to do.” 

Green was the first person 
charged under the Military Ex- 
traterritorial Jurisdiction Act, 
a law passed in 2000 that allows 
U.S. authorities to prosecute 
former military personnel, con- 
tractors and others for crimes 
committed overseas. 


WWII pilot to search for buried, lost wings in Germany

CONCORD, N.H. — Sixty-five- 
years ago, 1st Lt. Bernerd Hard- 
ing huddled in a cellar with a few 
other airmen captured by Ger- 
man farmers and buried his pi- 
lot’s wings, fearful he’d be beaten 
or shot as an American bomber 
pilot. 

Now, at age 90, Harding wants 
his wings back. He was heading 
to Germany on Sunday and hopes 
— with the help of a German doc- 
tor — to find the farm house cellar 
and dig up the 3-inch-long metal 
wings he had proudly pinned to 
his shirt. The house was in rural 
Klein Quenstedt, Germany, south- 
west of Berlin, he said. 

“I know exactly where the 
wings are. They’re not very deep. 
I won’t need a shovel,” he said in 
a firm, clear voice —_ a tele- 


my 
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phone interview from his Milford, 
N.H., home. 

A month after the D-Day inva- 
sion of Normandy, Harding was 
a 25-year-old B-24 pilot flying 
his 14th mission when he was 
shot down. Harding, a member of 
the 8th Air Force’s 492nd Bomb 
Group, was leading nine other 
B-24s in the 859th squadron on a 
daylight mission to bomb an air- 
craft manufacturing plant in Ber- 
nburgh on July 7, 1944. He was 
carrying 11 other soldiers on his 
plane. 

Harding landed in a freshly cut 
wheat field. Three farmers cap- 
tured him and herded him into the 
cellar. There, Harding dug a hole 
and buried his wings. 

He was loaded onto a train to 
Frankfurt, interrogated and then 
sent to a prisoner of war camp in 
Barth. Ten months later, the Rus- 


sians freed the prisoners. 

Early this year, a friend of Har- 
ding’s found a Web site about an 
old water mill in Klein Quenstedt 
owned by Dr. Ulrich Heucke, a vil- 
lage resident. The friend e-mailed 
Heucke describing MHarding’s 
quest and asked for help. 

Heucke, 41, became intrigued 
because of his interest in history. 

Heucke sent Harding pictures 
of several houses that might be 
where he was held, but Hard- 
ing didn’t recognize them. The 
pictures showed the front of the 
houses, and Harding had entered 
through the rear. 

Heucke plans to take Hard- 
ing and his family to four farm 
houses Wednesday in search of 
his wings. 

“We will just go around. It is 
the last hope to find the place,” he 
said.

WASHINGTON — _ Support- 
ers of an Iranian dissident group 
based in Iraq called on the Obama 
administration Thursday to re- 
store U.S. military protection for 
the exiles, who were attacked by 
Iraqi security forces on July 28. 

They also urged the Iraqi gov- 
ernment to release 36 exiles who 
were taken from the camp during 
the melee in which 11 Iranians 
were killed — shot, beaten or run 
over by military vehicles of Iraqi 
forces. 

Throughout that confronta- 
tion, American soldiers who once 
protected the Iranian opposition 
group stood by. 

At anews conference organized 
by affiliates of the People’s Mu- 
jahedeen Organization of Iran, 
or MEK, which the U.S. govern- 
ment calls a terrorist group, a 
retired U.S. general and an Army 
Reserve officer faulted the U.S. 
for arguing that it is not obligated 
by the Geneva Conventions to

protect the exiles. 

“Why we think we can simply 
shirk that responsibility or ignore 
it, I don’t understand,” said Gary 
Morsch, an Army Reserve colo- 
nel who was stationed at Camp 
Ashraf as a battalion surgeon 
in 2004 and maintains close ties 
with the exiles there. “I don’t 
know why we won’t intervene.” 

The U.S. military guarded the 
camp in the aftermath of the fall 
of Saddam Hussein in 2003 under 
an agreement that made its 3,400 
residents “protected persons” 
under the Geneva Conventions. 
The military stopped observing 
the agreement after a new securi- 
ty accord with the Baghdad gov- 
ernment took effect in January. 

Responsibility for the camp 
then passed to the Iraqi govern- 
ment, which the State Depart- 
ment says promised not to use 
force against the group. A small 
contingent of U.S. military police 
still monitors the camp, but the 
military said they were under or- 
ders not to intervene in the July 
28 confrontation. 


serbia may offer 
Iraq its own planes 
to rebuild air force

BELGRADE, Serbia — Serbia 
may offer Iraq some planes from 
its aging air force and train its pi- 
lots to partly make up for fighter 
jets sent here for servicing dur- 
ing the Saddam Hussein era that 
have deteriorated over time, mili- 
tary officials said Friday. 

U.S. officials are concerned 
about Iraq’s ability to set up and 
train a new force by the time 
most American troops withdraw 
at the end of 2011. Iraq’s finan- 
cial crisis, caused by plummet- 
ing oil revenues, has slowed the 
process. 

Iraq’s Defense ministry said 
last week that it had found dur- 
ing a search of its files that the 
19 planes — Soviet-built MiG-21s 
and MiG-23s — were sent for ser- 
vicing in 1989 to then Yugoslavia. 

Those planes got stuck in Bel- 
grade because of an embargo 
imposed in 1990 against Iraq fol- 
lowing its invasion of Kuwait, and 
because of the wars in the Bal- 
kans in the 1990s. 

Iraqi officials said the planes 
could be critical in helping the 
country take responsibility for 
its own defense. But Serbia’s 
army commander said they are 
dilapidated. 


overhauled and they are not in 
flying condition,’ army chief- 
of-staff Gen. Miloje Miletic told 
reporters. “I personally believe 
that when the Iraqi side gets to 
understand the condition of these 
planes, they will give up their 
demand.” 

He said without elaborating 
that “another solution” was pos- 
sible in solving the Iraqi demand. 

Serbian air force officials, who 
spoke on condition of anonymity 
because they weren’t authorized 
to speak about the issue to report- 
ers, said the government may 
offer Iraq a part of its aging fleet, 
including jets, to train Iraqi pilots, 
to partly make up for the loss. 

An Iraqi military delegation 
was in the Serbian capital last 
month to negotiate the return of 
the jets. 

But Serbian officials say if 
Iraq plans to use the MiGs to re- 
build its air force their hopes will 
be dashed because most of the 
planes are useless. 

Only two of the jets are still 
“in one piece,” including one 
that was until recently stored in 
Belgrade’s aircraft museum, the 
officials said.

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National Guard’s 
entrance standards 
vetting tougher

COLUMBUS, Ohio — Suffer from a bad case of acne? 
That could disqualify you from joining the Army National 
Guard. Too many speeding tickets? In today’s slimmer, 
smarter Guard, that could keep you out, too. 

Under pressure from the Pentagon to trim its ranks, the 
Guard has been phasing in new restrictions that make it 
harder to enlist. 

“To get in now, you have to be the cream of the crop,” 
said Sgt. 1st Class Brian Clum, a recruiter in Ohio. 

Military officials portray the cutbacks as an effort to trim 
excess from a Guard force that was bloated from years of 
successful recruiting, especially during the recession. 

But there are suspicions inside the Guard and out that 
the reductions are part of an effort to shift the burden of 
fighting overseas onto the active-duty Army and ease the 
public outcry over the way that Guard units have been sent 
on long, repeated combat tours in Iraq. 

While the Pentagon has cut the National Guard by about 
9,000 soldiers to 358,200 over the past six months or so, the 
nearly 549,000-strong active-duty Army is under orders to 
recruit 70,000 new soldiers by the end of September and 
22,000 more in the coming fiscal year as the fighting in 
Iraq winds down and the war in Afghanistan escalates. 

Early this year, the National Guard’s maximum enlist- 
ment age was lowered from 42 to 35. And the minimum 
score on the Armed Services Vocational Aptitude Test, 
the exam required by all branches of the military, was 
raised for the Guard from 31 to 50 out of a possible 100. 
The Guard also stopped forgiving potential recruits for of- 
fenses such as theft, assault, driving under the influence or 
chronic lawbreaking. And it stopped issuing medical waiv- 
ers, which allowed recruits to be admitted despite health 
problems as serious as an extreme food allergy and as 
minor as a painful bout of acne. 

In addition, the Guard’s budget for bonus money has 
been cut. While most recruits since 2006 got $20,000 just 
for signing up, now only a precious few are eligible for any 
bonus money at all. 

Col. Mike Jones, the Guard’s top recruiting commander, 
said a higher percentage of applicants are being turned 
away compared with just a few years ago. 

“We literally turn people away every day that want 
to serve and we can’t take them,” said Lt. Col. Anthony 
Abbott, recruiting commander for the Georgia Army

National Guard. “Sometimes you’ve got to scratch your 
head and ask why.” 

It’s an about-face from just a few years ago, when the 
Guard embarked on a recruiting rush with the start of the 
Iraq war. In 2003, the Guard was at its lowest strength in 
history with about 330,000 members, down from an all-time 
high of 457,000 in 1989. In May, the Guard accepted 3,026 
recruits, compared with 5,311 in May 2008. But the Guard 
gave no figures on how many men and women applied. 

John Pike, director of the military think tank 
Globalsecurity.org, said the government is trying to re- 
duce the outcry over the heavy use of the Guard in the 
Iraq war and wants to return the force to its original part- 
time status. 

“They used the Guard a lot more than they had planned 
several times in Iraq just because that was all they had,” 
Pike said. “They’re increasing the active component end 
strength in order to avoid that in the future.” 

The tougher enlistment standards may have worked all 
too well. In June and July, the Guard failed to meet its re- 


cruiting goals because of what Jones said may have been 
a combination of the worsening bloodshed in Afghanistan 
and the higher standards. 

Over the past couple of weeks, Jones told Guard com- 
manders in 40 states they are free to reverse some of the 
restrictions. 

“We might have cut a little too deep, too fast,’ Jones 
said. “Did we swing too far? Did we cut too much bonus 
money?” 

He said the Guard is “working right now to try to get back 
the momentum that we had in the early part of the year.” 

For people like Christopher Runyon, 19, of Glouster, 
Ohio, it has been one rejection after another. Runyon has 
failed the aptitude test three times, getting a 45 on his most 
recent attempt. A few months ago, that would have been a 
passing grade. 

Runyon said he is still in contact with his local recruiter 
and plans to retake the test. 

“T really got down on myself and I really got discour- 
aged,” he said. “But I’m still trying, you know?” 


VA won't pay benefits to Marine whose injuries came from vaccine

WASHINGTON — It wasn’t 
a bullet or roadside bomb that 
felled Lance Cpl. Josef Lopez 
three years ago after nine days 
in Iraq. 

It was an injection into his arm 
before his unit left the states. 
While the vaccine isn’t mandato- 
ry, the military strongly encour- 
ages troops to receive it. 

The Marine from Springfield, 
Mo., suffered an adverse reaction 
to the smallpox vaccine. It left 
Lopez, then 20, in a coma, unable 
for a time to breathe on his own 
and paralyzed for weeks. Now 
he can walk, but with a limp. He 
has to wear a urine bag constant- 
ly, has short-term memory loss 
and must swallow 15 pills daily 
to control leg spasms and other 
ailments. 

“I could have easily died, or 
not been able to walk because of 
that,’ Lopez said. “It destroyed 
my world. It was pretty traumatic 
to me.” 

Yet, Lopez doesn’t qualify for a 
special government benefit of as 
much as $100,000 for troops who 
suffer traumatic injuries.

Officials at the Department of 
Veterans Affairs, which oversees 
the benefit program, said they’re 
following what the agency has de- 
termined to be Congress’ intent. 

“It’s for traumatic injury, not 
disease; not illness; not preven- 
tive medicine,” said Stephen 
Wurtz, deputy assistant director 
for insurance at the VA. “It has 
nothing to do with not believing 


these people deserve some com- 
pensation for their losses.” 

Sen. Claire McCaskill, a Mis- 
souri Democrat and a member of 
the Armed Services Committee, 
drafted a bill named after Lopez 
to widen the program to include 
vaccine-related injuries. 

Lopez’s health insurance 
through the military has covered 
all his medical expenses. The VA 


has paid for his medical costs 
since he was discharged in June. 

What he didn’t get were ben- 
efits from a program called 
TSGLI, or Traumatic Service- 
member Group Life Insurance. 
Congress created it in 2005 to 
provide short-term financial help 
to severely injured servicemem- 
bers until their disability benefits 
could kick in. The compensation 
is retroactive to injuries suffered 
since Oct. 1, 2001. 

It’s intended to cover expenses 
such as the costs of having a fam- 
ily member temporarily relocate 
while an injured servicemember 
receives treatment at a military 
hospital. Another might be the 
costs of retrofitting a service- 
member’s home to accommodate 
a wheelchair or other medical 
equipment. 

The injuries don’t have to be the 
result of combat. Servicemem- 
bers could be eligible because of 
a car accident on the way to the 
grocery store. The fee is an ad- 
ditional $1 each month on top of 
their regular military life insur- 
ance premium. 

Lopez seemed to fit the profile. 
His injuries affected his normal 
daily activities, one of the crite- 


ria to obtain coverage. His fam- 
ily also met another: financial 
hardship. 

His mother, Barbara Lopez, 
took a leave from her job as a 
high school secretary to move to 
Maryland to be with him while 
he spent six weeks at the National 
Naval Medical Center in Bethes- 
da. She also had to give up her 
second job, a part-time position 
as a cashier. 

They had to build a ramp and 
widen a door to accommodate 
his wheelchair at her home in 
Springfield, where he spent his 
recovery. 

Barbara Lopez said she heard 
about TSGLI from families of 
other injured troops at Bethesda. 
Yet, unlike many of them, whose 
wounds were obvious, her son’s 
application was turned down. She 
still can’t fathom it. 

“In his spinal column, he has 
quite a bit of permanent scar- 
ring,” Barbara Lopez said. “He 
takes medication to help his legs. 

He can walk unassisted, but 
never far, and he can’t stand for 
very long. I kind of feel Joe was 
out there fighting the same fight 
they were. He should be just as 
eligible.” 
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DODDS teacher found 
dead at his home

Perry L. Wilson, 51, a computer 
technology and business teacher 
at the Ryukyu and Kadena Mid- 
dle Schools on Kadena Air Base, 
was found by housing agents, ac- 
cording to a DODDS release. 

“The cause of death is unknown 
but foul play is not suspected,” the 
release said. 

Wilson, a Navy veteran, came 
to Okinawa in 2003, serving as an 
educational technologist at E.C. 
Killin Elementary and Kadena 
High schools, and as a computer 
science teacher at Kadena Middle 
School. He was a native of Ed- 
wardsville, III. 


Navy launches individual 
augmentee Web site

the Navy announced. 

The site, Www.ia.navy.mil, 
provides information on pay and 
benefits, support networks, emer- 
gency services and sailor and 
family handbooks. 

It also offers a selection of vid- 
eos from sailors who have already 
completed an augmentee tour. 
One sailor describes his efforts 
to teach Afghan children English, 
while another tells his story of 
working in a joint environment at 
the Embassy in Baghdad. 


Fitness failures to keep 
sailors from billets 


Reserve sailors who have two 
physical fitness assessment fail- 
ures in a three year period will no 
longer qualify for Individual Aug- 
mentee Manpower Management 
billets, according to changes an- 
nounced last week to the Navy’s 
physical readiness policy. 

Also, all “progress waivers” 
which were issued to sailors who 
failed a previous physical readi- 
ness test will expire Dec. 31. 
Those sailors on waivers who 
have three failures in the most 
recent four-year period, will be 
separated, according to a Navy 
message. 

The message said the only ex- 
ception is if a sailor receives a 
“readiness waiver,” meaning their 
skill sets are vital to current com- 
mand mission accomplishment. 


Navy announces 2010 
re-enlistment bonuses 


The Navy has announced its 
Selective Reenlistment Bonus 
award levels for fiscal year 2010. 

More than 18,000 sailors in 179 
“critical skills” will be eligible to 
receive bonuses of up to $90,000 
in the upcoming fiscal year, ac- 
cording to the Chief of Naval Per- 
sonnel release. 

The Navy suspended the SRB 
program in June, citing higher 
retention and funding limits. 

Bonuses are determined by en- 
listed community managers and 
factor in the previous year’s re- 
enlistment successes, prevailing 
market conditions, private sector 
competition and the cost of train- 
ing and replacing sailors, the re- 
lease said. 
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Long-term visitors must provide proof of overseas health coverage

YOKOTA AIR BASE, Japan 
— At least two Americans have 
recently racked up — and not 
yet paid — thousands in medical 
bills at Japanese hospitals while 
visiting U.S. personnel at Yokota, 
prompting a new policy that 
requires long-term guests to have 
overseas medical insurance. 

Starting Sept. 15, any visitor 
seeking a base pass for more than 
24 hours must show proof of such 
insurance if not covered by the 
military’s Tricare insurance plan 
or a Japanese policy, according to 
the order issued Tuesday by Col. 
J. Marcus Hicks, 374th Airlift 
Wing commander. 

“It strains the good rela- 
tionship we’ve built with the 
(Japanese) hospitals” where U.S. 
personnel and their dependents 
turn for treatment not offered 
at Yokota, said base spokesman 
Maj. Christopher Watt. 

It’s not a new problem, Watt 
said, and in most cases visitors 
who are injured or fall seriously 
ill while in Japan are unaware 
their health insurance does not 
cover them overseas. 

The collective effect has 
chipped away at the medical part- 
nership over the years, he said. 

“It may get to the point where 
we lose service,” he said. The base 
has sent letters to the patients and 
their hosts urging them to resolve 
the outstanding bills. 

Tricare — which refers thou- 
sands of troops and civilians 
to Japanese facilities for treat- 
ment not offered by the mili- 
tary — shares the concern, said 
Lora Sanders-Vannoy, a Tricare 
spokeswoman at Yokosuka Naval 
Base. 

Japanese hospitals would 
not refuse treatment in emer- 
gency situations that bases are 
unequipped to handle, she said. 
But if the problem continues, 
they might pull back services now 
readily available to Americans

“The possibility is that they 
just won’t make appointments for 
us when we call,” said Sanders- 
Vannoy, who said she forwarded 
the Yokota policy to Navy offi- 
cials for review. 

“If we could treat them, we 
would and then bill them,” she 
said. But once a visitor not cov- 
ered by Tricare is treated off- 
base, “we legally can’t fund those 
bills.” 

U.S. Army Japan officials, 
however, said they would likely 
fund emergency off-base care for 
uninsured visitors of U.S. mili- 
tary personnel to prevent hospi- 
tals from having to assume the 
financial burden.

Process would provide second way of making nukes

SEOUL — North Korea said Friday it is on the 
threshold of mastering a new way of building atomic 
bombs, pressuring the United States to agree to di- 
rect negotiations or see the communist regime be- 
come a greater nuclear risk. 

Pyongyang’s claim to have succeeded in experi- 
mental uranium enrichment — an easier way to 
make nuclear weapons — raises concerns that North 
Korea may add uranium-based weapons to enlarge 
its stockpile of atomic bombs made from plutonium. 

North Korea also said it is continuing to weapon- 
ize plutonium. 

The tough talk came as Washington showed no 
signs of easing pressure on North Korea despite its 
recent series of conciliatory gestures, including re- 
leasing two detained American journalists and re- 
portedly inviting top U.S. envoys to Pyongyang. 

“We are prepared for both dialogue and sanc- 
tions,” the North said in a letter to the U.N. Secu- 
rity Council carried Friday by its official Korean 
Central News Agency. If the Security Council puts 
“sanctions first before dialogue, we would respond 
with bolstering our nuclear deterrence first before 
we meet them in a dialogue,” it said. 

The Security Council slapped tough sanctions on 
North Korea for conducting an underground nucle- 
ar test in May. 

The North said it does not oppose the denucleariza- 
tion of the Korean peninsula, but warned it would be 
left with no choice but to take “yet stronger self-de- 
fensive countermeasures” if the standoff continues. 
It did not elaborate on possible countermeasures. 

Analysts said the North appears to be trying to 
add urgency to the standoff to get Washington into 
one-on-one talks. 

“T think this is a ‘let’s-have-direct talks’ message,” 
said Yang Moo-jin, a professor at Seoul’s University 
of North Korean Studies. “The North is saying that 
the more delayed U.S.-North Korea talks are, the 
greater its nuclear capabilities will become.” 

Washington’s special envoy on North Korea, Ste- 
phen Bosworth, is in the region for discussions with 
China, South Korea and Japan over how to bring 
Pyongyang back to six-nation talks that the North 
has boycotted since earlier this year. 

South Korean media reported late last month the 
North invited Bosworth and chief U.S. nuclear ne- 
gotiator Sung Kim to visit Pyongyang for their first 
nuclear talks since President Barack Obama took 


office. Washington has said it has no plan to send 
them. 

Bosworth said Friday any nuclear development in 
North Korea was a matter of concern. 

“We confirm the necessity to maintain a coor- 
dinated position and the need for a complete de- 
nuclearization of the Korean peninsula,” he said 
in Beijing. He also said the U.S. is willing to have 
direct talks with Pyongyang, but only within the 
framework of the six-nation disarmament talks. 

North Korea has long sought direct negotiations 
with Washington. It says it needs nuclear weapons 
to protect itself against a threat from the U.S., which 
has 28,500 troops based in South Korea. North and 
South Korea technically remain at war because 
their three-year Korean War ended in 1953 with a 
truce, not a peace treaty. 

The U.S. had long suspected the North also had a 
covert uranium enrichment program, which would 
give it a second source of nuclear material. North 
Korea for years denied the claim but revealed in 
June it was prepared to start enriching uranium. 

Verifying the North’s claim on uranium enrich- 
ment won’t be easy, South Korean Defense Ministry 
spokesman Won Tae-jae said, adding it could be a 
negotiating tactic. 

Uranium can be enriched in relatively inconspicu- 
ous underground factories and could provide North 
Korea with an easier way to build nuclear bombs, 
experts say. Uranium-based bombs may also work 
without requiring test explosions like the two car- 
ried out by North Korea last May and in 2006 for 
plutonium-based weapons. 

The North’s announcement suggests the regime 
has made progress in research and development in 
its uranium program in a small pilot factory, said 
Lee Choon-geun of South Korea’s state-funded Sci- 
ence and Technology Policy Institute. Still, he said 
it could take at least five years to build a uranium- 
based bomb. 

The U.S., China, Japan, Russia and South Korea 
have tried for years to persuade North Korea to 
dismantle its plutonium-based nuclear program 
— which experts say has yielded enough weapon- 
ized plutonium for at least half a dozen bombs — in 
exchange for much-needed aid. 

After hashing out a 2007 disarmament-for-aid 
deal, North Korea walked away from those talks ear- 
lier this year in anger over the rising international 
outcry over a rocket launch widely condemned as a 
disguised test of its long-range missile technology.

URUMQI, China — China’s po-

Public Security Minister Meng 
Jianzhu, who arrived in Urumdi 
to direct the police action, said 
the same ethnic separatists Bei- 
jing says were behind the rioting 
that started July 5 also orches- 
trated the needle attacks. 

“The needle stabbing incident 
is a continuation of the ‘7-5’ inci- 
dent, and it’s plotted by unlawful 
elements and instigated by ethnic 
separatist forces,’ Meng said in 
comments broadcast on nation- 
wide television. 

“Their purpose is to damage 
ethnic unity.” 

Meng provided no evidence to 
back up his charges, nor has the 
government substantiated accu- 
sations that separatists incited 
July’s violence.

Aid agencies were 
distributing tents, blankets and 
basic provisions, but some rural 
areas were difficult to reach. 

Two dozen bodies had been 
recovered from Cikangkareng 
village, in the badly hit district 
of Cianjur, where 37 people were 
still missing after 10 houses and 
a mosque were buried under tons 
of rock and mud. “Their parents 
are still waiting at the scene, hop- 
ing we will find the bodies,” res- 
cue worker Agus Sobari said. 

Victims have been found under 
collapsed houses and debris in 
across West Java province. More 
than 400 people were injured 
and 125 people were hospitalized 
with broken bones and cuts. On 
Friday, authorities deployed hun- 
dreds of soldiers and policemen, 
along with sniffer dogs, to help 
the search for survivors.

Fire now a homicide case 


Calif. blaze that killed two firefighters declared arson

LOS ANGELES — Fire bosses 
declared progress early Friday 
in taming the 232-square-mile 
arson fire north of Los Angeles 
that has led to a homicide inves- 
tigation into the deaths of two 
firefighters. 

Flames had died down early 
Friday and the blaze, which was 
42 percent surrounded, was 
“pretty quiet,” fire spokesman 
John Huschke said. 

Firefighters were using bull- 
dozers to clear a containment line 
around the fire, which destroyed 
64 homes and burned three 
people. 

The fire has charred 148,258 
acres of the Angeles National 
Forest, where many city resi- 
dents escape to nature during the 
summer. 

Investigators determined on 
Thursday that the 11-day-old 
blaze was arson, and Los Angeles 
County sheriff’s homicide detec- 
tives were investigating. 

Two firefighters were killed 
Sunday when their truck plunged 


800 feet down a steep mountain 
road. 

Incendiary material was found 
along Angeles Crest Highway, the 
Los Angeles Times reported Fri- 
day, citing an unidentified source 
close to the investigation. The 
massive blaze is thought to have 
started in the area. 

Sheriff Lee Baca said details 
were being withheld to avoid 
jeopardizing the hunt for the 
arsonist. 

County Deputy Fire Chief Mike 
Bryant said he was glad investi- 
gators were making progress in 
the probe, but “it doesn’t mend 
my broken heart.” 

“Those were two great men 
that died,” he said. “We’ve got to 
put this fire out so no one else gets 
hurt.” 

“When you find out it is inten- 
tionally set, it’s hard to take. A 
death is a death, but it’s so sense- 
less when it’s deliberately set,” 
Huschke said. 

A tribute for the two fallen fire- 
fighters was held before dawn 
Friday at the camp. Hundreds of 
firefighters took off their caps and 
helmets and bowed their heads 


as the men were remembered 
with speeches and a moment of 
silence. 

Elsewhere, a 25-acre wildfire 
broke out just after midnight 
about 60 miles southeast in Or- 
ange County in the Cleveland 
National Forest, county fire Capt. 
Greg McKeown said. No homes 
were threatened. 

On Thursday, a six-member 
firefighting crew mopping up 
in Angeles National Forest was 
overcome by fumes, apparently 
from the smoldering remains of 
a makeshift methamphetamine 
lab. Huschke said a hazardous 
materials squad was called in and 
one firefighter was hospitalized 
overnight. 

Hand crews and water-drop- 
ping helicopters had almost con- 
tained the fire’s western flank in 
rugged canyons, but 65 miles of 
fire line have yet to be cut, U.S. 
Forest Service Incident Com- 
mander Mike Dietrich said.

The California Democrat said 
the agency must use its limited 
funds in highly threatened areas 
“before a firestorm occurs.” 

U.S. Secretary of Agriculture 
Tom Vilsack said in a statement 
Thursday that his agency is com- 
mitted to finding the best ways to 
prevent and fight wildfires. But 
he did not address Boxer’s pro- 
posal to direct more money to 
high-risk areas. 

“We are committed to work- 
ing with members of Congress, 
including Sen. Boxer, and our 
partners at other levels of gov- 
ernment, to develop effective 
techniques for preventing and 
fighting these destructive fires in 
the future,” he said. 

The senator’s letter was re- 
leased a day after The Associated 
Press reported that federal au- 
thorities failed to complete plans 
earlier this year to burn away 
highly flammable brush in the 
Angeles National Forest, where 
the wildfire is burning on the 
edge of the nation’s second-larg- 
est city.

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Jobless rate hits 9./

WASHINGTON — The unem- 
ployment rate jumped almost half 
a point to 9.7 percent in August, 
the highest since 1983, reflecting 
a poor job market that will make 
it hard for the U.S. economy to 
begin a sustained recovery. 

While the jobless rate rose 
more than expected, the economy 
shed a net total of 216,000 jobs, 
less than July’s revised 276,000 
and the fewest monthly losses in 
a year, according to Labor De- 
partment data released Friday. 
Economists expected the unem- 
ployment rate to rise to 9.5 per- 
cent from July’s 9.4 percent and 
job reductions to total 225,000. 

By contrast, in a healthy econ- 
omy, employers need to add a net 
total of around 125,000 jobs a 
month just to keep the unemploy- 
ment rate stable. 

“Tt’s good to see the rate of job 
losses slow down,” said Nigel 
Gault, chief U.S. economist at IHS 
Global Insight. But “we’re still on 
track here to hit 10 percent (un- 
employment) before we’re done.” 

The rise in the jobless rate was 
largely due to the government 
finding that the number of un- 
employed Americans jumped by 
nearly 500,000 to 14.9 million, 
while 73,000 people joined the ci- 
vilian labor force. 

Those figures are from a dif- 
ferent survey than the report on 
total job cuts. 

The civilian labor force usually 
SYrows as a recession winds down 
and optimism about finding work 

grows. But as long as Americans 
remain anxious about their jobs, 
consumer spending isn’t ex- 
pected to rise enough to power a 
rebound. 

“There isn’t the underlying fuel 
there for strong consumer spend- 
ing growth,” Gault said. 

Instead, most of the current re- 
bound in the economy stems from 
auto companies and other manu- 
facturers restocking inventories, 
which have plummeted as facto- 
ries have sought to bring goods 
more in line with reduced sales.

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Flaws in federal 
hiring are cited

WASHINGTON — Applying 
for a job with the federal govern- 
ment can be a tough experience. 
Announcements of vacancies are 
often written in arcane, incom- 
prehensible jargon; applications 
can stretch for dozens of pages; 
one branch of an agency might 
not have any idea of the hiring 
needs of a second branch. 

This is not the opinion of jilted 
job-seekers. Instead, it was the 
frank assessment offered Thurs- 
day by top human resources 
managers at three major agen- 
cies, who said the federal gov- 
ernment needs to streamline the 
hiring process if it is to attract 
the talented people it needs in 
coming years. 

The officials spoke at a forum 
marking the official release of a 
governmentwide survey by the 
Partnership for Public Service. 
The 2009 “Where the Jobs Are” 
report projects that the govern- 
ment will need to hire nearly 
273,000 people for “mission-crit- 
ical” jobs in the next three years, 
fueled by an expected wave of 
retirements among the aging 
federal work force as well as new 
government programs. 

“When you look at federal job 
announcements, sometimes they 
look like they’re written in code,” 
said Mari Barr Santangelo, chief 
human capital officer for the Jus- 
tice Department. 

“If it takes you two hours to 
read a vacancy announcement, 
that’s not good,” added Jeff Neal, 
the chief human capital officer 
at the Department of Homeland 
Security. 

The applications are often even 
longer. Neal, whose department 
is projected to make more than 
65,000 hires by fall 2012, spoke 
of routinely receiving job appli- 
cations stretching for 15, even 25 
pages.

DNA exonerees prosper after being freed

DALLAS — Thomas Mc- 
Gowan’s journey from prison to 
prosperity is about to culminate 
in $1.8 million, and he knows just 
how to spend it: on a house with 
three bedrooms, stainless steel 
kitchen appliances and a washer 
and dryer. “T’ll let my girlfriend 
pick out the rest,” said McGowan, 
who was exonerated last year 
based on DNA evidence after 
spending nearly 23 years in pris- 
on for rape and robbery. 

He and other exonerees in 
Texas, which leads the nation in 
freeing the wrongly convicted, 
soon will become instant million- 
aires under a state law that took 
effect last week. Exonerees will 
get $80,000 for each year they 
spent behind bars. The compen- 
sation also includes lifetime an- 
nuity payments that for most of 
the wrongly convicted are worth 
between $40,000 and $50,000 a 
year — making it by far the na- 
tion’s most generous package. 

“Tm nervous and excited,” 
said McGowan, 50. “It’s some- 
thing I never had, this amount of 
money.” 

His payday for his imprison- 
ment — a time he described as “a 
nightmare,” “hell” and “slavery” 
— should come by mid-November 
after the state’s 45-day processing 
period. Exonerees also receive an 
array of social services, includ- 
ing job training, tuition credits 
and access to medical and dental 
treatment. Though 27 other states 
have some form of compensation 
law for the wrongly convicted, 
none comes close to offering the 
social services and money Texas 
provides. 

The annuity payments are es- 
pecially popular among exoner- 
ees, who acknowledge their lack 
of experience in managing per- 
sonal finances. A social worker 
who meets with the exonerees 


is setting them up with financial 
advisers and has led discussions 
alerting them to swindlers. 

Charles Chatman, wrongly 
convicted of rape, said the money 
will allow him peace of mind after 
more than 26 years in prison. 

“Tt will bring me some inde- 
pendence,” he said. “Other people 
have had a lot of control over my 
life.” 

Chatman and other exonerees 
already have begun rebuilding 
their lives. Several plan to start 
businesses, saying they don’t 
mind working but want to be their 
own bosses. Others, such as Mc- 
Gowan, don’t intend to work and 
hope to make their money last a 
lifetime. 

Some exonerees have gotten 


married and another is about to. 
Chatman became a first-time fa- 
ther at 49. 

“That’s something I never 
thought I’d be able to do,” he said. 
“No amount of money can replace 
the time we’ve lost.” 

The drumbeat of DNA exonera- 
tions caused lawmakers this year 
to increase the compensation for 
the wrongly convicted, which 
had been $50,000 for each year of 
prison. 

Besides the lump sum and the 
monthly annuity payments, the 
bill includes 120 hours of paid 
tuition at a public college. It also 
gives exonerees an additional 
$25,000 for each year they spent 
on parole or as registered sex 
offenders. 
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Ex-Texas death row 
inmate is released 


DALLAS — An inmate once 
on death row in Texas was 
a free man Thursday, nine 
months after his conviction was 
overturned in the 1985 bomb- 
ing deaths of three people on 
Thanksgiving. 

The Texas attorney gener- 
al’s office dropped the charges 
against Michael Roy Toney, 43, 
on Wednesday and that night 
Toney was released from the 
Tarrant County Jail in Fort 
Worth, officials said. 

His release came a day be- 
fore the attorney general had to 
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declare whether the state would 
again seek the death penalty. 

State prosecutor Adrienne 
McFarland said in a dismiss- 
al motion that there was not 
enough time to complete an in- 
dependent investigation before 
the Thursday deadline. 

The state can refile charges 
against Toney in the killings if 
the investigation warrants it. 

Inastatement released Thurs- 
day through his attorney, Toney 
said, “I have said all along that 
I was innocent of these charges 
and I know that when the At- 
torney General reviews the 
evidence, it will show that I am 
indeed innocent.”

Town roils after shooting over traffic ticket

JERICHO, Ark. — It was just too much, 
having to return to court twice on the same 
day to contest yet another traffic ticket, and 
Fire Chief Don Payne didn’t hesitate to tell 
the judge what he thought of the police and 
their speed traps. 

The response from cops? They shot him. 
Right there in court. 

Payne ended up in the hospital, but his 
shooting last month brought to a boil sim- 
mering tensions between residents of this 
tiny former cotton city and their police 
force. Drivers quickly learn to slow to a 
crawl along the gravel roads and the two- 
lane highway that run through Jericho, but 
they say sometimes that isn’t enough to 
fend off the city ticketing machine. 

“You can’t even get them to answer a call 
because normally they’re writing tickets,” 
said Thomas Martin, chief investigator for 
the Crittenden County Sheriff’s Depart- 
ment. “They’re not providing a service to 
the citizens.” 

Now the police chief has disbanded his 


force “until things calm down,” a judge 
has voided all outstanding police-issued 
citations and sheriff’s deputies are asking 
where all the money from the tickets went. 
With 174 residents, the city can keep seven 
police officers on its rolls but missed pay- 
ments on police and fire department vehi- 
cles and saw its last business close its doors 
a few weeks ago. 

“You can’t even buy a loaf of bread, but 
we’ve got seven police officers,” said for- 
mer resident Larry Harris, who left town 
because he said the police harassment be- 
came unbearable. 

Police often camped out in the depart- 
ment’s two cruisers along the highway that 
runs through town, waiting for drivers who 
failed to slow down when they reached the 
45 mph zone ringing Jericho. Residents say 
the ticketing got out of hand. 

“When I first moved out here, they wrote 
me a ticket for going 58 mph in my drive- 
way,” 75-year-old retiree Albert Beebe 
said. 

The frequent ticketing apparently led 
to the vandalization of the cruisers, and 


the department took to parking the cars 
overnight at the sheriff’s department eight 
miles away. 

It was anger over traffic tickets that 
brought Payne to city hall last month, said 
his lawyer, Randy Fishman. After Payne 
failed to get a traffic ticket dismissed on 
Aug. 27, police gave Payne or his son an- 
other ticket that day. Payne, 39, returned 
to court to vent his anger to Judge Tonya 
Alexander, Fishman said. 

It’s unclear exactly what happened next, 
but Martin said an argument between 
Payne and the seven police officers who 
attended the hearing apparently escalated 
to a scuffle, ending when an officer shot 
Payne from behind. 

Doctors in Memphis, Tenn., removed a 
.40-caliber bullet from Payne’s hip bone, 
Martin said. Another officer suffered 
a grazing wound to his finger from the 
bullet. 

Martin declined to name the officer who 
shot Payne. It’s unclear if the officer has 
been disciplined. 

Prosecutor Lindsey Fairley said Thurs- 
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day that he didn’t plan to file any felony 
charges against the officer or Payne. Fair- 
ley, reached at his home, said Payne could 
face a misdemeanor charge stemming 
from the scuffle, but that would be up to the 
city’s judge. He said he didn’t remember 
the name of the officer who fired the shot. 

Alexander, the judge, has voided all the 
tickets written by the department both in- 
side the city and others written outside of 
its jurisdiction — citations that the depart- 
ment apparently had no power to write. 
Alexander, who works as a lawyer in West 
Memphis, resigned as Jericho’s judge in 
the aftermath of the shooting, Fairley said. 
She did not return calls for comment. 

Meanwhile, sheriff's deputies want to 
know where the money from the traffic 
fines went. Martin said that it appeared the 
$150 tickets weren’t enough to protect the 
city’s finances. Sheriff’s deputies once had 
to repossess one of the town’s police cruis- 
ers for failure to pay on a lease, and the 
state Forestry Commission recently repos- 
sessed one of the city’s firetrucks because 
of nonpayment. 


USC researchers: Immigration judges too stressed, burnt out

SAN JOSE, Calif. — On any 
given day, Immigration Judge 
Dana Leigh Marks can find her- 
self listening to a wrenching tale 
of an immigrant seeking asylum, 
fearing everything from torture 
to death if returned to his or her 
homeland. Or she could be decid- 
ing the fate of one of thousands of 
immigrants who find themselves 
facing deportation each year, 
some of whom have been in the 
United States for years, going 
to school, working and raising 
families. 

In a cramped corner office in 
San Francisco’s financial district, 


the case files stacked on Marks’ 
desk show the sheer volume of 
her task. The roughly 215 immi- 
gration judges in the country last 
year decided on average more 
than 1,600 cases, dwarfing the 
workload of a full-time federal 
judge, who might have about 350 
cases on their docket at a time. 
For Marks and other immigra- 
tion judges around the country, it 
appears all those stories and case 
files are starting to take their toll. 
In a study released this summer 
by University of California-San 
Francisco researchers, immi- 
gration judges, it turns out, are 
as stressed out and burned out 
as emergency room doctors and 
prison wardens. And the study 


found female immigration judges 
are far more stressed than their 
male counterparts. 

One judge told researchers they 
have to “grovel like mangy street 
dogs” to convince top immigra- 
tion officials they need more time 
to deal with the crushing casel- 
oads. Another reported a “Knot 
in my stomach” deciding asylum 
cases. 

The study does not entirely 
surprise Marks, president of the 
National Association of Immigra- 
tion Judges. She’s now using the 
findings to push for long-sought 
reforms to the system, including 
a proposal for the immigration 
courts to break from Justice De- 
partment oversight. 


“The depth and the severity 
is what was surprising,’ Marks 
said of the study. “It’s gotten a lot 
worse a lot faster.” 

Immigration courts have come 
under closer scrutiny in recent 
years as caseloads exploded 
across the country. The number 
of immigration cases jumped 
from more than 282,000 in 1998 
to a projected 385,000 this year, 
with only a modest increase in 
the number of immigration judg- 
es. Northern California’s immi- 
gration judges are based in San 
Francisco. 

Federal appeals courts, which 
often review the work of the im- 
migration courts, have grown in- 
creasingly frustrated with some 


of the justice dispensed. A San 
Jose Mercury News review three 
years ago found a San Francisco- 
based federal appeals court was 
regularly overturning the im- 
migration courts in the most im- 
portant immigration matters it 
decided. 

A spokeswoman of the Execu- 
tive Office of Immigration Re- 
view, which runs the immigration 
court system for the Justice De- 
partment, said officials are aware 
of the recent study and working 
to address its findings. 

Elaine Komis, the EOIR 
spokeswoman, said 19 new judges 
are being hired this year, and the 
department is asking for 28 more 
judges in 2010.

Critics in GOP 
claim president 
pushing agenda

DALLAS — When kids all 
across the country return to 
school Tuesday, some will see a 
welcoming message from Presi- 
dent Barack Obama and some 
won't. 

Obama’s planned address to 
students has touched off yet an- 
other confrontation with Repub- 
lican critics, who have battered 
the White House over health care 
and now accuse the president 
of foisting a political agenda on 
children. 

The president will speak di- 
rectly to students Tuesday about 
the need to work hard and stay in 
school. His address will be shown 
live on the White House Web site 
and on C-SPAN at noon, a time 
when classrooms across the coun- 
try will be able to tune in. 

Schools don’t have to show it. 
But districts across the country 
have been inundated with phone 
calls from parents and are strug- 
gling to address the controversy 
that broke out after Education 
Secretary Arne Duncan sent a 
letter to principals urging schools 
to tune in. 

Districts in states including 
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President Barack Obama walks through the columns of the West Wing colonnade of the White House on 
Tuesday. Some school districts will not show a planned speech by Obama on the importance of staying 
in school or will let kids opt out of watching it. 


Texas, Illinois, Minnesota, Mis- 
souri, Virginia and Wisconsin 
have decided not to show the 
speech to students. Others are 
still thinking it over or are letting 
parents have their kids opt out. 
Some conservatives, driven 
by radio pundits and bloggers, 
are urging schools and parents 
to boycott the address. They say 
Obama is using the opportunity 


to promote a political agenda and 
is overstepping the boundaries of 
federal involvement in schools. 

“As far as I am concerned, this 
is not civics education — it gives 
the appearance of creating a cult 
of personality,” said Oklahoma 
Republican state Sen. Steve Rus- 
sell. “This is something you’d ex- 
pect to see in North Korea or in 
Saddam Hussein’s Iraq.” 


“T think it’s really unfortunate 
that politics has been brought into 
this,” White House deputy policy 
director Heather Higginbottom 
said. 

“It’s simply a plea to students 
to really take their learning seri- 
ously. Find out what they’re good 
at. Set goals. And take the school 
year seriously.” 
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Protester has 
part of finger 
bitten off at 
health rally

LOS ANGELES — One man 
bit off part of another man’s fin- 
ger when a health care reform 
demonstration turned violent. 

William Rice said doctors did 
not reattach the bitten-off part of 
his left pinky after he got in the 
middle of a Southern California 
rally Wednesday night that he 
said was “very scary.” 

“T didn’t go out to demonstrate 
my beliefs; I happened to be driv- 
ing by and I stopped to ask people 
what their purpose was,” Rice, 
65, said in a telephone interview 
Thursday. “I had no signs; I was 
not part of the demonstration.” 

About 100 demonstrators in 
favor of health care reform had 
gathered on a Thousand Oaks 
street corner for an event orga- 
nized by MoveOn.org. About 25 
gathered across the street. 

Rice declined to say Thursday 
which side of the debate he falls 
on. 
The biter fled before authori- 
ties arrived. He could face felony 
mayhem charges. 

There are conflicting accounts 
of who started the fight, Ventura 
County sheriff’s spokesman Eric 
Buschow said. “There’s a ques- 
tion about blurring the line be- 
tween self-defense and who the 
primary aggressor was,” he said. 


Kidnapping spotlights migration of sex offenders to small towns

ANTIOCH, Calif. — At least three other 
registered sex offenders live within a block 
or two of the Northern California home 
where Phillip Garrido allegedly impris- 
oned Jaycee Lee Dugard for nearly two 
decades. 

More than 100 registered sex offend- 
ers in all share his ZIP code in the hard- 
scrabble, working-class neighborhood on 
the outskirts of this town about 40 miles 
northeast of San Francisco. 

The kidnapping case has put a spotlight 
on the concentration of sex offenders and 
heightened concerns that laws to control 
some of the nation’s roughly 686,000 reg- 


istered sex offenders are pushing them to 
smaller communities such as Antioch 

“We’ve got plenty of ’em around here,” 
said Charles Mickelson, who lives a block 
from Garrido, next door to two other regis- 
tered sex offenders. 

Criminal justice experts say relatively 
isolated communities with low housing 
prices tend to attract sex offenders who are 
living on thin budgets and looking to keep 
a low profile. 

“They want to operate under the radar, 
so that’s another reason they move out 
there,” said Joan Petersilia, co-director 
of Stanford University’s Criminal Justice 
Center. 

Smaller, less dense communities also 
tend to have more sex offenders because 
it’s easier for them to comply with laws 
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in many states that prohibit sex offenders 
from getting too close to schools, parks and 
other places where children gather. 

Before the Garrido case made news 
around the world and TV trucks showed up 
in the neighborhood, residents knew from 
a State Web site of sex offenders and word 
of mouth that Garrido was one of many in 
their midst. 

All 50 states have such databases. In 
California alone, under Megan’s Law, in- 
formation about the crimes and where- 
abouts of more than 67,000 sex offenders is 
accessible through the state attorney gen- 
eral’s Web site. That information includes 
the full addresses of about half the group. 

While such sites help alert residents, 
criminal justice experts say the listings 
may also be contributing to the movement 


of sex offenders to less populated areas as 
they search for places where community 
scrutiny may not be as great. 

In addition to the Dugard kidnapping, 
another allegation of sexual abuse emerged 
Thursday against Garrido when Antioch 
police disclosed he was arrested nearly 
40 years ago on suspicion of drugging and 
raping a 14-year-old girl. 

Garrido was accused of sexually assault- 
ing the girl at an Antioch motel in April 
1972 after giving her barbiturates, Antioch 
police Lt. Leonard Orman said. 

Garrido was set to be prosecuted in the 
case but the charges were dropped when 
the girl refused to testify, Orman said. 

Details on the case were spotty because 
so much time had passed. 
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Jackson finally laid to rest at private funeral

GLENDALE, Calif. — Paris 
Jackson wept as she stepped into 
the mausoleum where her father, 
Michael, was to be entombed. 
Katherine Jackson, overcome by 
sorrow, turned back when she 
was faced with her son’s final 
resting place. 

On a sultry Thursday evening, 
amid a sea of white flowers and 
with a bejeweled crown placed 
atop his casket by his children, 
the singer was given an intimate, 
private version of the lavish pub- 
lic memorial held shortly after 
his death in June. 

Gladys Knight performed the 
hymn “Our Father (The Lord’s 
Prayer)” and moved many to 
tears, according to one guest who 
asked not to be identified because 
of the sensitivity of the day. 

When it was over, many of the 
200 mourners hugged each other. 
Among them were Elizabeth Tay- 
lor, Jackson’s ex-wife Lisa Marie 
Presley, Barry Bonds and Ma- 
caulay Culkin. 

The Rev. Al Sharpton, who gave 
a eulogy at the public event and at 
Thursday’s service, also extolled 
Knight’s earlier performance of 
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“His Eye is on the Sparrow.” 
“Gladys Knight sang her heart 
out. Now we prepare to lay him 
to rest,’ Sharpton posted on his 
Twitter account during the ser- 
vice that was held outside and then 
within the marble mausoleum. 
The mourners followed the 
crowned, lushly flower-draped 
casket as Jackson’s five brothers 
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— each wearing a bright red tie 
and a single crystal-studded glove 
— carried it into the mausoleum. 
Paris, 11, cried as the group en- 
tered the building and was com- 
forted by her aunt, LaToya. 

Paris and brothers Prince Mi- 
chael, 12, and Prince Michael IT, 
7, known as Blanket, began the 
service by placing the crown on 
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their father’s golden casket. 

They were composed through 
most of the hour-and-a-half 
ceremony. 

As it ended, Katherine Jackson 
appeared extremely weary and 
had to be helped to her car, ac- 
cording to the guest. Earlier, she 
had a difficult time going into the 
mausoleum; she was overcome,

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Theaters fight recession 
with bigger, better venues 


CHICAGO — Today, young 
movie-watchers look increasingly 
like Molly O’Connor. A junior at 
the University of Dallas, she still 
goes to the cinema occasionally, 
but is often just as happy to hun- 
ker down on a bed or a couch with 
friends to watch a downloaded 
movie on a laptop that’s perched 
on a nearby desk or a chair. 

“Sometimes, it’s nice to have 
a wider screen, but I don’t think 
I gain that much by going to a 
movie theater anymore,” the 20- 
year-old student says. “Now, it’s 
more about convenience.” 

Or as Michael Brody, 26, puts 
it: “I watch movies the way many 
people listen to music — anytime, 
anywhere, any way.” A freelance 
writer in New York who blogs 
about film, he used to go to the 
movie theater every week. Now 
he’s there once or twice a month, 
partly to save money and also be- 
cause he doesn’t think most mov- 
ies are worth the effort. 

Sounds like bad news for movie 
theaters. But we’re talking about 
an industry that not only survived, 
but ended up thriving amid the ar- 
rival of television in the 1950s, vid- 
eotapes in the 1980s, and DVDs in 
the ’90s. The reason? An ability to 
continually remake itself and find 
new ways to generate revenue, 
by introducing everything from 
the multiplex and more elaborate 
concessions to lengthy pre-show 
advertising. 

Now they’re doing it again. 


Not just for movies 


Step into some of the more mod- 
ern cinemas these days, and you'll 
see increasingly common entice- 
ments aimed at keeping the lucra- 
tive youth market, even as online 
video becomes more accessible 
on sites such as YouTube, Netflix 
or Hulu — or from movie pirates 
who steal and distribute movies 
illegally. 

These upgraded theaters’ of- 
ferings begin with the super- 
comfortable seating, even lounge 
chairs and bean bags in some 
auditoriums. Add 3-D effects and 
larger-than-life IMAX blockbust- 
ers, made possible by new digital 
projectors. And then come the 
midnight movie premieres and 
opening-night parties. 

To boost revenues and appeal, 
many theaters also are broadcast- 
ing live sporting events, operas 
and symphony performances and 
hosting in-theater video game 
competitions on the big screen. 
Still others are opening in-house 
restaurants and bars for those old 
enough to drink alcohol. 

It is this century’s answer to 
the movie palace of old — or the 
“Broadway-ification” of the mov- 
iegoing experience, as Charles 
Acland, professor of communica- 
tions studies at Concordia Univer- 


sity in Montreal, calls it. 

“Tn a nutshell, what you’re going 
to see is cinema-going aimed at 
people who go less frequently,” 
says Acland, author of “Screen 
Traffic: Movies, Megaplexes and 
Global Culture.” 

It might cost a bit more, he says. 
“But it will be much more of a 
special event. People will expect 
some sort of an experience that 
you can’t get anywhere else.” 

In Europe, cinemas are tak- 
ing it a step farther by remak- 
ing themselves as entertainment 
destinations — with bowling al- 
leys, karaoke bars, comedy clubs 
and children’s play areas. Expect 
that here, too, as well as interior 
design schemes that appeal to 
the 18-to-24 set, and that might 
“dismay” the older crowd, says 
Toronto-based theater architect 
David Mesbur. 


Is bigger always better? 


Experts who track the movie 
industry say that, so far, all these 
kinds of efforts appear to be pay- 
ing off, even in a recession. 

Though domestic movie ad- 
missions had flattened or dipped 
slightly in the past couple of 
years, ticket sales this year are 
up, whether some of the most pop- 
ular movies have been Academy 
Award material or not. 

“A bad or poorly received film 
can go down a bit easier if one is 
sitting in a comfortable reclining 
seat and has the chance to occa- 
sionally stretch their legs. In this 
sense, cinema-going has as much 
to do today with the hospitality 
industry as it does with the film 
industry, per se,” says Jeffrey 
Klenotic, associate professor of 
communication arts at the Uni- 
versity of New Hampshire. 

That’s a disheartening view to 
Ron Leone, a film and media stud- 
ies professor at Stonehill College 
in Massachusetts. He looks around 
the audiences at the “uncomfort- 
able, but nice” independent movie 
theaters he regularly attends, and 
sees few young faces. 

“Apparently, watching the cat 
flushing the toilet is more satis- 
fying,” he says, chuckling as he 
pokes fun at young people’s grow- 
ing appetite for online videos. 
Those videos include anything 
from kitschy amateur pieces to 
the growing array of short and 
full-length films found online. 


Seeing the future in 3-D 


That’s why more theaters are 
focusing on movies with monster 
special effects that don’t show well 
on a computer screen or in-home 
theater and that are all but all but 
impossible for movie pirates to 
steal — and why major filmmak- 
ers such as Jeffrey Katzenberg 
and James Cameron are banking 
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on 3-D and IMAX technology as 
the future of cinema. 

So far, movie-goers have been 
more than willing to pay more 
to see movies in these special 
formats. 

Earlier this month, when 
IMAX Corp., maker of large- 
screen movie-theater technology, 
reported a second-quarter profit 
with revenues nearly doubled. 
The company credited its growing 
cinema network, which includes 
about 250 theaters equipped to 
play Hollywood feature films in 
IMAX format, which uses digital 
technology to give what some call 
a notably richer visual experi- 
ence, including 3-D. 

Those films range from “Trans- 
formers,” “Pirates of the Caribbe- 
an” to the “Harry Potter” films, 
all aimed at younger audiences. 
And when IMAX announced a 
special preview of the upcom- 
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ing Cameron film “Avatar,” “our 
Web site got more traffic than you 
can imagine,” says Greg Foster, 
chairman and president of IMAX 
Filmed Entertainment. 

Combining movie and video 
game themes is a savvy move, 
says Chris Haack, a Chicago- 
based senior analyst with Mintel 
International, a market research 
firm that regularly monitors the 
movie theater industry. 

He says theaters also would 
be wise to offer young theater- 
goers more chance to interact, 
for instance, letting them vote 
on which previews are shown or 
which movies stay at a theater 
longer than another. 

The goal is to Keep the attention 
of the 18-to-24 age bracket — “the 
most important part of the mar- 
ket,” Haack says — and the most 
likely to watch video online.

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Agency's revised 
calculation could 


double the rate 
of elderly poor

WASHINGTON — The pov- 
erty rate among older Americans 
could be nearly twice as high as 
the traditional 10 percent level, 
according to a revision of a half- 
century-old formula for calculat- 
ing medical costs and geographic 
variations in the cost of living. 

The National Academy of Sci- 
ence’s formula, which is gaining 
credibility with public officials 
including some in the Obama ad- 
ministration, would put the pov- 
erty rate for Americans 65 and 
over at 18.6 percent, or 6.8 million 
people, compared with 9.7 per- 
cent, or 3.6 million people, under 
the existing measure. The origi- 
nal government formula, created 
in 1955, doesn’t take account of 
rising costs of medical care and 
other factors. 

“It’s a hidden problem,” said 
Robin Talbert, president of the 
AARP Foundation, which pro- 
vides job training and support to 
low-income seniors and is back- 
ing legislation that would adopt 
the NAS formula. “There are still 
many millions of older people on 
the edge, who don’t have what 
they need to get by.” 

If the academy’s formula is ad- 
opted, a more refined picture of 
American poverty could emerge 
that would capture everyday 
costs of necessities besides just 
food. The result could upend 
long-standing notions of those in 
greatest need and lead eventually 
to shifts in how billions of federal 
dollars for the poor are distrib- 
uted for health, housing, nutrition 
and child-care benefits. 

The overall official poverty 
rate would increase, from 12.5 
percent to 15.3 percent, for a total 
of 45.7 million people, according 
to rough calculations by the Cen- 
sus Bureau. Data on all segments, 
not only the elderly, would be 
affected: 

@ The rate for children under 18 
in poverty would decline slightly, 
to 17.9 percent.

NAS cites higher poverty rate 


Under a National Academy of Sciences (NAS) formula, the overall 
poverty rate is nearly 3 percent higher than calculations made by 


the Census Bureau.

m@ The rate for extreme poverty, 
defined as income falling below 50 
percent of the poverty line, would 
decrease due to housing and other 
noncash benefits. 


mMImmigrant poverty rates 
would go up, due to transporta- 
tion costs and lower participation 
in government aid programs. 

The decades-old White House 
formula is based on the 1955 cost 
of an emergency food diet. 

The current calculation sets 
the poverty level at three times 
the annual cost of groceries. For 
a family of four that is $21,203. 
That calculation does not factor 
in rising medical, transportation, 
child care and housing expenses 
or geographical variations in liv- 
ing costs. Nor does the current 
formula consider noncash aid 
when calculating income, de- 
spite the recent expansion of food 
stamps and tax credits in the fed- 
eral economic stimulus and other 
government programs. 

This week, the Census Bureau 
will publish poverty figures for 
2008 with a cautionary note about 
the shortcomings. The agency 
says it will expedite release of 
alternative numbers in the follow- 
ing weeks because of the interest 
expressed by lawmakers and the 


Obama administration in seeing a 
fuller range of numbers. 

“The current poverty measure 
does a very bad job of measur- 
ing the impact of quite a few of 
our anti-poverty policies,’ said 
Rebecca Blank, the Commerce 
Department’s undersecretary of 
economic affairs. “It isn’t mean- 
ingless, but it isn’t complete.” 

Although the White House Of- 
fice of Management and Budget 
dictates how federal poverty is 
measured, legislation pending in 
Congress would require use of the 
National Academy approach. 

In New York City, roughly one 
in three senior citizens fell below 
the poverty line after Mayor Mi- 
chael Bloomberg adopted the new 
formula last year. 

Many older people with mod- 
est cash incomes would fall below 
the poverty line under the NAS 
formula due to out-of-pocket ex- 
penses from rising Medicare 
premiums, deductibles and a 
coverage gap in the prescription 
drug benefit that is known as the 
“doughnut hole.”

State seeks to stop 
child care at a YMCA

regulators want to revoke 
the child care license of an Ana- 
heim, Calif., YMCA day care cen- 
ter after two toddlers wandered off 
during an outing and were found 
on nearby railroad tracks. 

In a complaint, the Department 
of Social Services said the YMCA 
Children’s Station violated state 
health and safety laws by failing to 
adequately supervise and protect 
the 2-year-old boys, who were dis- 
covered missing during a routine 
head count. They were returned 
unharmed. 

The state said the day care cen- 
ter did not have enough adults su- 
pervising children during an Aug. 
20 outing to a park and failed to 
notify police or the boys’ parents 
when the toddlers went missing. 


FDA says frog or toad 
was in man’s soda can 


F ORMOND BEACH — The 
Food and Drug Adminis- 
tration said a test shows that either 
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a frog or a toad was in a Florida 
man’s soda can, but it’s not clear 
how it got there. 

The FDA confirmed the re- 
mains of an animal were in Fred 
Denegri’s can of Diet Pepsi. Dene- 
eri popped open the can July 23 as 
he was grilling dinner in Ormond 
Beach. He thought the animal was 
a rodent. 

Pepsi spokesman Jeff Dahncke 
said the company is aware of the 
testing and stands by its manufac- 
turing process. The can was traced 
to a plant in Orlando that produces 
about 1,250 cans a minute. Dahn- 
cke said the speed of production 
lines and rigorous quality control 
make it virtually impossible for a 
frog or toad to get into a can. 


Giant national debt 
needs giant calculator 


C MONTROSE — _ The 

national debt is_ so 
large it doesn’t even fit on most 
calculators. 

Western Colorado real estate 
developer Matt Miles said he was 
concerned that no one in govern- 
ment, nor most Americans, had 
ever seen the number. So he made 
a new calculator. 

The “Big Red” calcula- 
tor displays 16 digits. That’s 
enough to show all the numbers 
in the national debt, which to-

start of September.

He wouldn’t say how much he 
invested to launch Big Red, but he 
says the number fits comfortably 
on a standard calculator. 


Police: Man lied to get 
into zoo movie set, fell 


VA BOSTON — Massa- 


chusetts State Police 
say a man who fell 30 feet into a 
pit being used as a lion’s den on a 
movie set at a Boston zoo remains 
hospitalized. 

Police on Thursday identified 
him as 27-year-old Arnold Milfort, 
of Boston. Authorities initially 
said he was a teenager, based on 
his appearance. 

Milfort’s brother, Beral Milfort, 
said doctors told him his brother’s 
injuries aren’t serious, but he has 
a sore back. He said his brother 
didn’t tell him how he fell. 

Milfort has not been charged. 


Hundreds of feral 
animals found in home 


C TEMECULA — A South- 
ern California man has 
acknowledged letting hundreds 
of feral dogs and cats wander his 
property and kill each other. 

Elisao Jimenez, 67, of Temecula 
entered the plea to three counts of 
animal cruelty. 

Jimenez was arrested in Janu- 
ary after authorities found dozens 
of cats and about 80 dogs at his mo- 
bile home. They euthanized more 
than 100 dogs and cats and found 
more than 200 dead cats and dogs 
decomposing in trash bags. 

A Riverside County judge sen- 
tenced Jimenez to probation, three 
days in jail that he’s already served 
and 1,000 hours of community ser- 
vice. Jimenez can’t keep animals 
while on probation and must have 
mental health treatment.

WASHINGTON 
s President Barack Obama prepares 
to address Congress on health care 
eform, America’s pro-life move- 
ment is gassing up. 

If Obama hasn’t liked the tenor of town 
hall meetings, wait until he meets pro- 
lifers at full throttle. They’re planning a 
major drive (to exhaust the metaphor) this 
week to try to stop federal funding of abor- 
tion as allowed under proposed health care 
legislation. 

Obama has partly invited this havoc 
by not being completely forthright about 
how health care reform, as currently pro- 
posed, would provide taxpayer funding for 
abortion. 

The president may have decided that a 
thorough explanation was too complicated 
— and the subject is not simple. Or perhaps, 
as some have suggested, he simply doesn’t 
understand it himself. But Obama figured 
wrong if he thought he could deflect con- 
cerns about one of the nation’s most divi- 
sive issues with a casual dismissal of those 
crazy myths. 

For the past couple of weeks, Obama 
has been dogged by fact checkers, includ- 
ing Factcheck.org at the Annenberg Pub- 
lic Policy Center, following a comment he 
made Aug. 19 that charges of government- 
funded abortions in the health care bill 
were “fabrications.” 

Not really. Somewhere between hysteri- 
cal claims that Americans will be forced 
to pay for abortions and assertions that no 
federal funds will go toward abortion is a 
more-nuanced, if less interesting, truth. 

Although the bills before Congress don’t 
require federal funding of abortion, they 
do allow for funding in indirect — possibly 
disingenuous — ways. 

This, at a time when more Americans 
consider themselves pro-life (51 percent) 
than pro-choice (42 percent), according to 
a Gallup Values and Beliefs survey in May. 
Meanwhile, 20 House Democrats have 
signed a letter expressing concern about 
the abortion funding. Pro-life Democratic 
Rep. Bart Stupak of Michigan, who co- 
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sponsored a failed amendment to exclude 
abortion from the bills, has said that as 
many as 39 Democrats may join him in try- 
ing to block any bill without the exclusion. 

Essentially, there are two areas of 
concern. 

One lies in the proposed public option 
in the House leadership’s bill (H.R. 3200), 
which allows federal funding of abortion 
only in cases of rape or incest, or to save 
the life of the mother, thanks to an amend- 
ment by California Democratic Rep. Lois 
Capps. The Capps Amendment is similar 
to the Hyde Amendment to Medicaid — be- 
fore which federal dollars paid for as many 
as 300,000 abortions annually — with one 
crucial difference: It leaves open the pos- 
sibility for funding elective abortion at the 
discretion of the secretary of Health and 
Human Services. Given the pro-choice 
record of Secretary Kathleen Sebelius, 
whose mock-motto among Republicans on 
the Hill is “everyone should be aborted at 
birth,” there’s little question how she would 
rule. 

Abortion funding, moreover, would be 
in sync with Obama’s stated position that 
reproductive health constitutes “essen- 
tial care.” It also would be consistent with 
the spirit of his campaign promise to sign 
the Freedom of Choice Act, which would 
remove all obstacles to abortion. While 
the act has assumed a lower priority on 
Obama?’s to-do list, the House bill is a sig- 
nificant step toward accomplishing the 
same thing. 

The other area of concern is with private 
insurance coverage that would compete 
with the public option. Although some in- 
surance carriers would specifically not 
offer abortion coverage, others will. And 
because some Americans would be pro- 
vided federal subsidies to buy coverage 
— and could pick policies that cover the 
procedure — the purity of Obama’s state- 
ment that abortions are not funded under 
the plan gets diluted. 

Segregating funding so that taxpayers’ 
dollars don’t get tainted by abortions is 
problematic, to say the least. And to peo- 
ple not overly concerned about how oth- 
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ers handle their reproductive choices, the 
fuss may seem like so much hair-splitting. 
But this is hardly a new problem, and the 
decision to reverse a tradition of keeping 
the federal government out of abortion is 
unnecessarily divisive. Obama’s incom- 
plete response to concerns, meanwhile, 
falls somewhat shy of his commitment to 
transparency. 

What seems increasingly obvious is that 
Obama tried to do too much while his po- 
litical capital was strong. In the process, 
he has lost momentum and trust. A recent 
Rasmussen poll tracked Obama’s perfor- 
mance approval at just 45 percent — his 
lowest so far. 

Obama still has a chance with his speech 
on Wednesday to wrest control of this mon- 
ster, but he’ll have to return to his origi- 
nal mission of lowering costs and making 
insurance portable and fair (no pre-ex- 
isting condition disqualification). Republi- 
cans wouldn’t stop him if he followed that 
course, but the funding of abortions could 
terminate reform in gestation.

Rethink the role of parole 
Los Angeles Times 

The tragic case of Jaycee Lee Dugard, 
abducted at age 11 and allegedly held cap- 
tive for 18 years in a backyard complex 
of tents and outbuildings at an Antioch, 
Calif., home, has raised a newly relevant 
question: How could the alleged kidnap- 
pers and their victims have hidden in plain 
sight for so long? And does the apparent 
failure of parole agents to detect the ongo- 
ing crimes show that reforms to the state’s 
parole system are a bad idea? 

Phillip Garrido and his wife, Nancy, who 
have been charged with 29 counts of kid- 
napping and rape, were well-known to law 
enforcement. ... A parole officer visited the 
Garridos’ home a few times a month but 
never saw anything suspicious. ... 

Faced with the necessity of cutting $1.2 
billion from the ballooning corrections 
budget, the Assembly ... approved a bill 
that would, among other things, change the 
way California supervises parolees. As has 
been repeatedly documented, this state’s 
parole system is a train wreck of ineffi- 
ciency that crowds prisons, overwhelms 
parole officers and produces the nation’s 
worst recidivism rate. The bill would help 
remedy that situation by reassessing pa- 
role status based on the risk an ex-convict 
poses to the public. ... 

Does that mean dangerous sex offend- 
ers like Garrido would be left to their own 
devices? Hardly. Not only would they still 
be subject to monitoring, but their parole 
officers would have more time to focus on 
them because they wouldn’t be overseeing 
nonviolent drug addicts. 


Layaway makes its return 
The Columbus (Ohio) Dispatch 
Shoppers’ use of layaway to purchase 

school supplies is unusual for a retail sea- 
son that typically hasn’t been considered a 
major strain on household budgets. But the 
resurgence of this old system of buying is a 
sign of people not only dealing with finan- 
cial setbacks in a down economy but also 
taking positive steps toward careful money 
management. ... 

Younger generations have little experi- 
ence with layaway, which became popu- 
lar during the Depression but declined as 
credit cards became the favorite alternative 
for folks without sufficient cash. Although 
Kmart has offered layaway for more than 
40 years, officials were surprised at the 
surge in its use for school supplies. Typi- 
cally, the pre-Christmas shopping season 
is the reason for layaway. ... 

Sears Holdings Corp., parent company to 
Sears, Roebuck and Co. and Kmart stores, 
last month unveiled a Christmas Club 
card, to which customers can add money 
through Nov. 14, then use the card to shop 
after that. ... 

Recent Federal Reserve Board reports 
show that consumers cut their credit-card 
balances five months in a row, and sav- 
ings rates have ticked upward. These are 
welcome indications that Americans have 
developed a renewed interest in fiscal 
prudence.

by texting on her cell phone crosses the 
center line and runs head-on into an on- 
coming car, then is rammed by another 
car. The video takes you inside her car, 
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and with computer animation shows her 
friends’ heads crashing into the windshield 
and windows, then shows the fatal, gory 
aftermath. 

It’s disturbing. It’s meant to be. 

The video, produced by a local police de- 
partment in Wales, was created for use in 
schools there. But an excerpt got posted on 
YouTube, and now it has gone viral, with 
more than 4 million viewings. 

It’s controversial. But we applaud it as 
one more tool for convincing teens, and 
all of us, of the dangers of texting while 
driving. Some safety advocates ques- 
tion whether graphic scenes are the best 
technique. That shouldn’t be the only ap- 
proach — humor, reason, technology, laws 
and emotion are others — but if this video 
strikes fear in the heart of one person, and 
we’re sure it has, it might save lives. ... 

Legislation helps but, ultimately, each 
driver has to make his own choice. That’s 
why the Welsh video might pay off. ... The 
images from this video linger, and make 
you think twice. 


Dichotomy clear with Kennedy

Which Ted Kennedy shall we remember 
today? It is perhaps an overriding commen- 
tary on the late senator’s life that millions 
of Americans will be making that choice as 
they reflect on the political career of one 
of the nation’s longest-serving and most 
prominent public figures. 

For many, the image that remains from 
Kennedy’s tenure is that of the Senate play- 
boy, the wealthy youngest son of a political 
family beset by nation-shattering tragedies 
whose hard drinking and romantic romps 
were nearly as legendary as his speeches 
from the Senate floor.

ment, his sexual morality and even poten- 
tially criminal behavior. 

Yet, Ted Kennedy the man was also a 
formidable public servant, and it likewise 
cannot be ignored that he placed his im- 
print on every significant piece of social 
legislation over the past 40 years. ... 

Kennedy’s reflexive liberalism and ties 
to special interests were, it must be said, too 


strong politically for our tastes. Still, politi- 
cal and social contributions come from all 
sides, liberal and conservative, those who 
compromise and those who stand fast. In 
that regard, his mark was unmistakable 
and considerable.

Bernanke: Unfinished business

President Barack Obama’s decision to re- 
appoint Ben Bernanke as Federal Reserve 
chairman has been criticized as being the

Bernanke is one of the chief architects of 
the strategy to pull the country out of re- 
cession, which seems to be working, even if 
not as fast as most would like, and it makes 
sense to let him see it through.

Lack of info as bad as leaks

This is no way to run a nuclear power 
plant. Especially a 40-year-old plant that 
was recently relicensed to operate for an- 
other 20 years. 

Last month, the Oyster Creek nuclear 
plant in Lacey was forced to run at half its 
operating capacity after it was discovered a 
pipe was leaking water containing tritium, 
a radioactive isotope, at the rate of five gal- 
lons a minute. It was the second time this 
year the plant sprung a tritium leak. 

Two pipes found to have been leaking 
tritium in April have since been replaced. 
But a full “root cause” report on the April 
incident has been pledged but not delivered 
to the Nuclear Regulatory Commission, let 
alone the public. There’s no telling how long 
citizens will have to wait for a report on the 
most recent leak, which was repaired. It’s 
imperative the NRC compel Exelon, Oys- 
ter Creek’s owner, to publicly release full 
details about this ongoing problem — one 
that should have been identified and ad- 
dressed prior to the plant’s relicensing ear- 
lier this year — and to spell out plans for 
ensuring the recent leak was the last.

hen Amando Javier’s 15-year 

VV secret finally became too much 

to handle alone, he turned to the 

people he trusted: his therapist, his sis- 

ter, his wife. They were supportive, but 
couldn’t help. 

Late one night, searching the Internet 
from his home in New 
Mexico, he stumbled 
across a woman liv- 
ing 1,500 miles away in 
Seattle. Her name was 
Susan Avila Smith, and 
she specialized in help- 
ing veterans raped while 
serving in the military 
— people like him. 

He e-mailed her. That day, she e-mailed 
back. 

“She welcomed me with open arms and 
said she would help me,” Javier said. 

“She was the only one.” 

But more are on the way. 

Pack Parachute, a new charity co-found- 
ed by Avila Smith this summer in Seattle, 
is designed to give men and women who 
were raped while serving in the military 
the financial and emotional aid they need. 

Kira Mountjoy-Pepka, the charity’s di- 
rector, chose the name as a reference to 
the job of packing parachutes for fellow 
soldiers in case something goes wrong. 

“You don’t pack your own parachute. 
You rely on someone else because it can be 
too intense,” she said. 

The same way, Pack Parachute supports 
military sexual trauma victims as they 
seek help. 

Pack Parachute’s mission is to train 
advocates — many of whom, like Mount- 
joy-Pepka and Avila Smith, are victims of 
military sexual trauma themselves — to 
help veteran victims file claims with the 
Department of Veterans Affairs, find and 
keep a job and home, or simply get the cash 
to buy simple things such as toothpaste and 
bus tickets. 

“Tt sounds small,” said Avila Smith. But 
for Pack Parachute’s clients, especially 
those who also have post-traumat- 
ic stress disorder, “simple things 
get really difficult.” 

“Tve been in 
trenches. That’s the 
hard stuff.” 

Javier is not the 
first person whose 
search for help led to 
Seattle. 

Avila Smith is known 
nationally as an ad- 
vocate for veterans 
who slip through the 
cracks of the Veter- 
ans Affairs health 
care system. After 
she was raped 
while serving in 
the Army, Avila 
Smith became a 
self-taught expert 
on helping veter- 
ans who were raped 
navigate the com- 
plicated VA system. 

Military sexual 
trauma is unique in 
the world of sexual 
assault, Avila Smith . 
said. It combines the 
violent, violating act of 
rape with the alienation 
and shame seen in vet-

erans suffering combat trauma — all set 
within the Byzantine complexity of mili- 
tary bureaucracy. 

In the military, reports of rape are han- 
dled by officers, who tend to value unity 
and conformity over individual complaints, 
Avila Smith said. 

Victims who report being raped can be 
ignored or have charges levied against 
them — for filing false charges, exhibiting 
conduct unbecoming of military personnel 
or adultery. 

Sexual assaults are 
rarely reported in gen- 
eral, but in the military 

rape victims are often 

threatened, intimidated 

or persecuted into si- 

lence by military mem- 

bers who are directly 
responsible for the victim’s safety while 
serving, said Avila Smith. 

Kay Whitley, director of the Depart- 
ment of Defense’s Sexual Assault Preven- 
tion and Response Office, calls the threats 
and persecution that can follow a rape a 
“revictimization” and said it is not limited 
to military members. 

“T think it’s a national problem,” said 
Whitley. “That can happen to anyone, ci- 
vilian or military.” 

In 2005, when reports began surfacing 
of sexual assaults during the wars in Iraq 
and Afghanistan, DOD made sexual as- 
sault prevention and response a priority 
and created new policies to provide vic- 
tims with resources. 

“With everything we have in place now, 
that should not be happening,” Whitley said 
about revictimization. “We have made big 
progress in a short period of time. There is 
a system in place to take care of them.” 

The seven Marines who gang-raped Ja- 
vier threatened to kill him if he told anyone, 
so he never reported his rape, he said. 

“T knew these people. I worked with 
them day in and day out,” Javier said. “I 
didn’t really know what to do because of 
the shame and humiliation.” 

After he met Avila Smith, she hooked 
him up with an online 
support group, 


men talking openly about their rapes. 

“This is not a ‘woman’ problem,” Mount- 
joy-Pepka said. A little more than half of 
military sexual trauma victims are men, 
mostly because they make up a majority of 
veterans, according to the VA. 

“If you’re a male in the military and 
you’re a macho guy 
and youre raped, 
your shame is com- 
pounded and multi- 
plied,” she said. 

Many veterans 
never make it to Vet- 
erans Affairs hospi- 
tals, often because 
mental disorders 
— suchas PTSD and 
addiction — which 
are developed after 
a sexual assault or 
after facing combat 
can keep them from 
knowing or admit- 
ting they need help, 
Avila Smith | said. 
Half of veterans and 
80 percent of Iraq 
and Afghanistan vet- 
erans who reported 
sexual trauma are 
diagnosed with a 
mental condition, 
according to the 
U.S. Department of 
Health and Human 
Services. 

“It’s not like they 
walk off the battle- 
field and know they 
need to call for help,” 
Avila Smith said.

cruiting volunteers, many of whom are 
rape survivors and veterans themselves. 
So far, at least eight people have begun 
training to provide emotional and financial 
support to military sexual trauma victims. 

RobinLynn, an advocate-in-training who 
goes by one name, signed on to give veter- 
ans the resources and 
support she says she 
never got. 

“They didn’t have 
anything like Pack 
Parachute after I was 
raped,” she said. “So 
when I found out about 
it, I was like, that’s 
where my heart is.” 

RobinLynn was 
raped in 1980 during 
basic training for the 
Air Force, one month 
into her service. She 
said she was at a medi- 
cal facility to get treat- 
ment for a respiratory 
infection when a man 
entered the room, shut 
the door and raped 
her. 

She never saw the 
man again, but she was 
too afraid to tell any- 
one what happened, 
she said. She believed 
what happened to her 
wasn’t rape because 
she never screamed. 

“Women weren’t 
supposed to fraternize 
with the men, so I kept 
my mouth shut,” she 
said. 

After completing 
her military service, 
RobinLynn tried to 
forget what happened 
to her. She threw away 
the decorations she’d earned after eight 
years in the military and wanted to 
move on with her life, she said. 

Soon she began experiencing flash- 

backs, feeling overwhelming fear 
and having trouble keeping a job 

or relationship — all signs of 

PTSD. 

She lived on the streets for 10 
years, unable to bring herself 
to seek help at the VA hospital. 
The building triggered too many 

memories, she said. 

After 20 years of silence, 
she forced herself through 
the doors of an emergen- 
cy room and asked for 
help. 
“T was so sick, but I 
had to do something,” 
she said. “It takes a 
lot to be aware that 
you need to ask for 
help.” 
And now, 
RobinLynn 
and the team 
: at Pack Para- 
chute say 
they can start 
giving that 
help to veterans 
— in Seattle and 
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beyond. 
“T’m very proud 
—— of them,’ Javier 
said.

Running on fumes 


Unemployed exhausting benefits at a record rate

JACKSONVILLE, Fla. — Job- 
less since January, Donald Money 
has already moved in with his el- 
derly parents, stopped going to 
the movies and started using less 
of his prescription medication so 
it will last longer. 

This month, something else 
will fall by the wayside: Money’s 
unemployment check. The 43- 
year-old former printing press 
operator is among the more than 
1.3 million Americans whose un- 
employment insurance benefits 
will run out by the end of the 
year, placing extra strain on an 
economy that is just starting to 
recover from the worst downturn 
in a generation. 

These are the most unfortunate 
of America’s 14.5 million jobless: 
the ones whose benefits are dry- 
ing up — in some cases after a 
record 18 months of government 
support. 

With savings depleted and job 
opportunities scarce, people are 
living with relatives and borrow- 
ing cash from friends. They are 
even skipping meals. Through it 
all, they are trying to stay posi- 
tive through exercise and prayer. 

Money and others like him 
are scrambling to find work be- 
fore the government safety net 
is taken away. On a recent day in 
Jacksonville, Money attended a 
church-run job fair in a half-va- 
cant shopping mall. Most of the 
vendors were vocational schools 
trolling for students, or recruit- 
ers for the military and fast food 
joints. 

Money, who was laid off from 
a printing business, said he’ll do 
anything for a paycheck. 

“I’m tired of not working,” he

sighed. “I just can’t sit at home 
anymore.” 

People who lost white-collar 
jobs seem most surprised by the 
dire circumstances they are find- 
ing themselves in as unemploy- 
ment benefits dry up. Before the 
recession and financial crisis, it 
had always been easy for them to 
find work. 

Clifford Sheffield, 43, of Fer- 
nandina Beach, Fla., used to 
earn $2,000 a week as an analyst 
for Merrill Lynch’s Jacksonville 
office. 

Today, lives off of a $1,300 
monthly check from the govern- 
ment — and is burning through 
his savings to keep up with rent. 
The unemployment benefits are 
set to run out later this month. 

At a recent job fair, he perused 
applications for Valu Pawn and

Taco Bell, but did not fill them 
out. 

In the past year, nearly 5.5 mil- 
lion people exhausted their 26 
weeks of standard benefits with- 
out finding work. The govern- 
ment says the “exhaustion rate” 
is the highest on records dating 
from 1972. 

Some 3.4 million people now 
depend upon extended benefits 
approved by Congress lasting 
anywhere from 20 weeks to a 
year — the longest period of ex- 
tensions ever added. 

The length of these extensions 
vary by state, depending on the 
unemployment rate. More than 
half of all states have unemploy- 
ment rates that triggered 53 
weeks of extended benefits.

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Military spouses create 
program to help troops, 
vets build new careers 


inding a job can be hard 

enough when everything 

goes right for you. When 

life hands you a life-al- 
tering curveball finding a job be- 
comes even more difficult. Those 
situations seem to happen more 
often than we would like. 

Thanks to Operation Life 
Transformed (OLT), the job of 
finding a job becomes just a bit 
easier for transitioning veterans, 
military spouses, and those who 
care for our war wounded. 

OLT, founded in March 2007, is 
a unique 501(C)(3) organization, 
that has a mission to provide edu- 
cation and resources to service- 
members, veterans and military 
families. 

The goal of OLT is to increase 
awareness of the long-term needs 
of these families as they support 
the spouses or caregivers as they 
re-enter the workforce. They also 
provide cost-free direct access to 
corporate human resource man- 
agers and résumé assistance. 

OLT also helps eligible spous- 
es and designated caregivers of 
those wounded in war to find and 
enroll in accessible short-term 
training certifications. 

“When we find ourselves fac- 
ing a new reality, we don’t al- 
ways think about the future right 
away,” said Colleen Saffron, 
co-founder and chief communi- 
cation officer of OLT. “Instead, 
we wonder what to do next. OLT 
helps with that.” 

OLT is there for the caregiver 
and the transitioning service- 
member but also for military 
spouses who seek to build a 
career. 

“As military spouses, we move 
all the time. We accept jobs 
rather than build careers. OLT 
strives to remove those barriers,” 
said Saffron adding that it pains 
her to see military spouses who 
worked hard for their master’s 
degrees working as hostesses at 
local restaurants. 

To combat underemployment, 
unemployment and _ facilitate 
workplace re-entry, Saffron, 
along two other military spouses, 
founded the program. 

Tania Mercurio, a military 
spouse of 14 years, is the chief 
executive officer. Kim Marrero, 
a military spouse of six years, is 
the chief operating officer. 

“Our programs do not focus on 
obtaining a degree. A degree is 
worthwhile endeavor but it takes 
time to achieve that goal. In the 
meantime, you still have to eat 
and you have to pay your bills,” 
said Saffron. 

OLT, instead, focuses on teach- 
ing marketable job skills so 
spouses and caregivers can get 


to work and earn a paycheck as 
quickly as possible. 

OLT provides funding for 
online education, and training 
certifications that lead to po- 
sitions with military-friendly 
employers. 

“Some certifications that are 
offered by our credentialed and 
reputable partner schools can 
be completed in only four to 18 

months,” said 

Job Talk Saffron, add- 

—— ing that all the 

coursework is 

accomplished 
on the Web. 

A Microsoft 
Office certi- 
fication can 
be achieved 
in just four 
months. Other 
certifications 
may take up 
to 18 months 
to complete, but can also lead to 
other opportunities. 

For example, a spouse or care- 
giver might become a medical 
clerk or a medical assistant with 
only the completion of a comput- 
er literacy course and a medical 
terminology course. 

“From there, you can be hired 
by a doctor’s office or a hospital. 
If you do a good job for them, it’s 
conceivable that the employer 
would then help you on to the next 
professional level. It happens all 
the time,” Saffron said. 

OLT focuses specifically on ca- 
reer fields identified by the De- 
partment of Labor as being both 
portable and in-demand. Exam- 
ples of courses offered include 
computer literacy, medical ter- 
minology, medical coding, health 
care administration and Internet 
technology. 

OLT also works with spouses 
who want to take advantage of the 
DOD’s MyCAA program, which 
provides up to $6,000 over two 
years for training and education. 

Ultimately, OLT hopes to be- 
come the preferred resource for 
training, education and career 
development for military spous- 
es, caregivers of war-wounded, 
veterans, and military-friendly 
employers. 

“We knew when we started the 
organization, it was needed. We 
never imagined it would grow 
into what it has,” Saffron said.

Dear Liz: I am looking at a lay- 
off in the near future, possibly in 
two to four months. I have paid 
off all my credit card bills and 
use the cards sparingly now.

Answer: When you’re 
facing a layoff, you 


should be conserving 
cash. That means pay- 
ing the minimums on 
any debt and looking for 
other ways to trim ex- 
penses as much as pos- 
sible. Selling one of your 
vehicles might also be in 
order. 

Try to avoid tapping 
any retirement savings, 
since you’re likely to 
incur penalties and taxes if you do 
so, plus you’ll lose all future tax- 
deferred returns that the money 
could have earned. Dip into other 
savings sparingly. 

You need to batten down the 
hatches because you may be with- 
out a job for months. 

Given the environment, you 
should consider any job that will 
provide income and help you con-

Dear Liz: I was deep in cred- 
it card debt but, because of a 
stroke of good fortune, came into 
enough money to completely pay 
off all my debts except my home. 
My house payment is now easy to 
make and my family is in the best 
financial shape we have ever 
been in. We even have several 
thousand dollars in the bank for 
emergencies. 

After paying off the 
credit cards, we began 
receiving notices from 
many of the credit card 
companies canceling 
our cards or increas- 
ing the interest to as- 
tronomical rates. Each 
time I told my wife not 
to worry because it was 
just one less card to 
worry about monitor- 
ing, but this trend is 
continuing. 

Recently we got a 
letter from a major re- 
tailer we have had an account 
with for over 25 years saying our 
credit debt was considered too 
risky and they were closing our 
account. I do not understand this 
because I do not have any credit 
card debt anymore. My question 
is, why am I being penalized for 
paying off my debt? Or is there 
something happening I do not 
know about? 

Answer: Run, don’t walk, to 
your computer and point your 
browser to the free credit report 
site at www.annualcreditreport. 
com. (This is the only address to 
use; beware of fake and look-alike 
sites.) 

You need to check your reports 
to see whether your good name

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has been hijacked by an identity 
thief. Although many issuers are 
closing inactive accounts and 
raising interest rates for broad 
swaths of their customers, most 
aren’t referring to nonexistent 
debt as the reason to do so. 

If you discover credit accounts 
or collections that aren’t yours, 
you'll need to file a police re- 
port and dispute the errors with 
the credit bureaus. The Identity 
Theft Resource Center at www. 
idtheftcenter.org has fact sheets 
and other helpful information to 
guide you through this process. 

If you have been the victim of 
identity theft, you should at least 
put fraud alerts on your reports at 
the three credit bureaus and con- 
sider freezing your credit. 

A fraud alert signals to lend- 
ers that they need to verify the 
identity of anyone trying to 
open an account in your name; 
a credit freeze would prevent 
the lender from accessing your 
credit reports, which should halt 
new credit accounts altogether 
unless you “unlock” the report 
in advance. Again, the Identity 
Theft Resource Center has more 
information. 

If you don’t spot any obvious 
problems, it could be that the 
retailer was using outdated in- 
formation. You can ask it to recon- 
sider its decision, although most 
issuers are reluctant to reopen 
accounts once they’re closed.

CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. — A 
piece of orbiting junk was expect- 
ed to pass near the international 
space station Friday, but NASA 
said it would stay a safe distance 
away from the station and docked 
shuttle. 

The old rocket part was expect- 
ed to pass within two miles of the 
shuttle-station complex late Fri- 
day, considered a safe distance 
by NASA specialists. 

Managers decided there was 
no need to move the linked space- 
craft out of the way and proceed-

ed with a spacewalk as planned 
Thursday. During the spacewalk, 
two astronauts installed a loaded 
tank of space station coolant. 

It was the second spacewalk in 
three days for the Discovery and 
space station crews. 

Despite a late start because of 
minor spacesuit problems, Danny 
Olivas and Christer Fuglesang 
quickly accomplished their main 
objective. 

They collected the new am- 
monia tank from _ Discovery, 
bolted it onto the space station, 
then hooked up all the electrical 
and fluid lines. Mission Control 
praised their effort. 
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The old tank, launched seven 
years ago, was removed during 
Tuesday night’s spacewalk. Oli- 
vas and Fuglesang anchored it 
inside Discovery for next week’s 
return to Earth. 

The tanks are big and awk- 
ward for spacewalkers to handle: 
nearly 5 feet long, 7 feet wide and 
4 feet high. The new one weighs 
1,700 pounds. 

The men, both experienced 
spacewalkers, appeared to have 
no problem dealing with the 
tanks and they found time to 
knock off extra chores early Fri- 
day morning.

U.S. Open 


Serve and volley can't stop Serena

NEW YORK — Serena Wil- 
liams found herself in a time 
warp Friday, playing against 
a left-handed serve-and-volley 
specialist who had a game that 
brought back memories of Marti- 
na Navratilova, even if the talent 
wasn’t at that level. 

Williams did what she usually 
does when the stakes are high 
— adapted and won. 

The second-seeded, 11-time 
Grand Slam tournament cham- 
pion overcame an early service 
break in the second set to defeat 
Maria Jose Martinez Sanchez 6- 
3, 7-5 and advance to the fourth 
round of the U.S. Open. 

It was an awkward match, 
full of counterpunches from the 
game’s biggest power hitter. 

“T heard a guy in the crowd say- 
ing, ‘Stop hitting lobs,’ so I didn’t 
hit any more lobs after that,” Wil- 
liams said. “My lob was not work- 
ing today.” 

Receiving at 5-all in the first 
set, Williams chipped back 
serves, made a few passing shots 
and found herself at deuce for the 
eighth time in a game that lasted 
12 minutes. Martinez Sanchez 
finally wore out, double-fault- 
ing twice in a row to give up the 
break and, essentially, the match. 

This was a rematch of a third- 
round meeting in the French 
Open, with Williams winning 
in three sets. After that match, 
Williams said she hit a ball she 
thought went off her opponent’s 
arm, and accused Martinez San- 
chez of cheating by not acknowl- 
edging it. 

There were no signs of ani- 
mosity during their rematch on 
a cloudless, comfortable, 80-de- 
gree afternoon at Arthur Ashe 
Stadium. Williams said that epi- 
sode did not motivate her, nor 
would she cop to having less re- 
spect for her 43rd-ranked oppo- 
nent because of what she thought 
happened in the French Open. 

“T only can speak for me,” she 
said. “I try to be very profession- 
al, extremely professional in my 
job. That’s what I’m here to do. 
And win, I hope.” 

Williams, who came to her news 
conference wearing a_ T-shirt 
inscribed, “Can’t Spell Dynasty 
Without Nasty,” lost only seven 
games in her first two matches. 
She doubled that total Friday in 
the kind of match that very few 
have to play on the women’s — or 
men’s — circuit these days. The 
serve-and-volley game is out, 
power groundstrokes are in. 

“Every time I play, I say, ‘I’m 
going to be a serve-and-volley- 
er,” Williams said. “I even used 
to like Martina Navratilova and 
John McEnroe. But I couldn’t 
play more opposite than them. I 
love groundstrokes. I love rallies.

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NFL fines Favre $10,000 for crackback block

MINNEAPOLIS — Minnesota 
Vikings quarterback Brett Favre 
was fined $10,000 by the NFL on 
Friday for his crackback block on 
Houston defensive back Eugene 
Wilson in an exhibition game. 

The play happened Monday 
night at Houston in Favre’s first 
extensive action since he signed 
with the Vikings on Aug. 18. 

Favre, 39, lined up at receiver 
in Minnesota’s version of the 
wildcat offense. Rookie receiver 
Percy Harvin took the snap and 
started running around the left 
end in Favre’s direction. Despite 
playing with sore ribs, the quar- 
terback crouched and threw his 
body at Wilson’s legs to cut him 
down. 

The game was televised na- 
tionally and the block caused an 
uproar in Houston and elsewhere 
around the league. 

Wilson injured his Knee on the 
play, and defensive players have 
long considered that type of block 
a dirty play. 

“What was up with that?” Wil- 
son said after the game when 
asked about the block. “Seriously, 
what was up with that?” 

Favre had been practicing for 
only 14 days since ending his 
second retirement to join the Vi- 
kings. He said he wasn’t trying 
to injure Wilson and was trying 
to help Harvin on the run, and 
knock a little rust off. 

“T will be 40 years old in Oc- 
tober and [was] weed-eating 13 
days ago,” Favre said. “I wasn’t 
thinking about throwing blocks.” 


NHL Bruines give 
coach multiyear extension 


BOSTON — Boston Bruins 
coach Claude Julien, who led the 
team to the highest point total in 
the Eastern Conference last sea- 
son, agreed to a multiyear con- 
tract extension. 

The team made the announce- 
ment Friday. Julien led the Bru- 
ins to the playoffs in each of his 
first two seasons in Boston.

Oregon RB suspended for season 
for punching Boise State player

BOISE, Idaho — Four quarters 
of getting flustered by the guys in 
blue finally made Oregon’s Le- 
Garrette Blount snap. 

Not only is No. 16 Oregon head- 
ing home after getting bullied by 
No. 14 Boise State, but the Ducks 
now must try to rebound without 
their punch-throwing running 
back. 

On Friday, Oregon suspended 
Blount for the remainder of sea- 
son, including bowl games. Coach 
Chip Kelly said Blount will re- 
main on scholarship. 

Kellen Moore threw for 197 
yards and a touchdown and Boise 
State pushed around Oregon 19- 
8 on Thursday night, turning the 
Broncos’ biggest home game ever 
into a four-quarter party. 

That is until the closing mo- 
ments when Blount lost his cool 
and punched Boise State’s Byron 
Hout, then needed to be re- 
strained by police and team staff 
to keep from going after fans. 

As the Broncos began celebrat- 
ing on their famous blue turf, 
Hout yelled in Blount’s face and 
tapped him on the shoulder pad. 
That drew an immediate scream 
from Boise State coach Chris Pe- 
tersen. But before Petersen could 
pull Hout away, Blount landed a 
right to the defensive end’s jaw. 


Boise Police Lt. Bryan Hagler 
said the department would not 
get involved, despite rumors that 
Blount might be arrested. 

Blount set an Oregon record 
with 17 rushing touchdowns last 
year, but was held to minus-5 
yards rushing on eight carries, 
part of a miserable offensive 
night for the Ducks. 

NCAA rules on fighting ad- 
dress only pregame and in-game 
situations, which left the decision 
on Blount’s future resting with 
the school. 

Before Blount’s punch, the 
Ducks were getting beaten up by 
the Broncos. Nearly every avail- 
able space inside Bronco Stadium 
was crammed with fans desper- 
ate to see this border-state battle, 
one that everyone expected to 
turn into a high-scoring shootout. 

If not for two missed field 
goals, a botched field-goal snap 
and three turnovers, it very well 
might have been a high-scoring 
rout for the Broncos. 

They outgained Oregon 361 
yards to 152, rolling up 22 first 
downs to the Ducks’ six. The 
struggles of Kelly’s offense were 
stunning, considering Oregon 
scored a combined 162 points in 
its final three games of 2008 and 
brought back quarterback Jer- 
emiah Masoli to run the show.

Vick was released from federal 
custody July 20 after serving 18 
months of a 23-month sentence 
for his role in operating a dog- 
fighting ring. He recently signed 
with the Eagles, and met with 
commissioner Roger Goodell at 
the team’s hotel a few hours be- 
fore the game. Goodell announced 
that Vick will be eligible to play 
in Philadelphia’s home game on 
Sept. 27 against the Kansas City 
Chiefs. 

“Tt’s still somewhat like a dream 
when I step out there on the field, 
coming where I came from two 
years ago and where I’ve been,” 
Vick said. “I just try to enjoy the 
moment. I can’t complain about 
anything.” 

He finished 7-for-11 for 26 
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yards, and carried the ball seven 
times for 35 yards. 

“It was good to get him in 
there,” Reid said. “I’m sure he’ll 
be a little sore tomorrow. That’s 
OK. He’ll have a couple of weeks 
to recover from it.” 

Booed each time he ran onto 


the field in the first half, Vick 
lined up at quarterback, faked a 
handoff and ran up the middle 25 
seconds into the second quarter 
to give the Eagles a 14-7 lead. It 
was his first TD since 2006. 

“T didn’t even know what to do 
with myself,’ he said. “I always

PHILADELPHIA — Pedro

this team win not just now, but in 
the future.” 

Jayson Werth homered for the 
NL East-leading Phillies, who are 
16-6 since being swept by Florida 
at home last month. 

Eugenio Velez hit a leadoff 
homer for the Giants, who re- 
mained one game behind Colo- 
rado in the NL wild-card race. 

Martinez, 37, plagued by inju- 
ries and inconsistency during his 
final three seasons with the Mets, 
looked like the guy who won three 
Cy Young Awards and was one of 
the most dominant pitchers of his 
generation. 

Martinez had plenty of pop on 
his fastball, often reaching the 
low 90s on the radar gun, and 
mixed in an effective changeup. 

“That was vintage Pedro,” said 
closer Brad Lidge, who pitched 
out of a jam in the ninth for his 
28th save in 37 chances. 

Tim Lincecum (13-5) was the 
tough-luck loser for the Giants, 
who’ve scored the second-fewest 
runs in the NL. Lincecum struck 
out 11 in seven innings, allow- 
ing two runs and four hits. It was 
the seventh time this season the 
reigning NL Cy Young Award 
winner gave up two earned runs 
or fewer and didn’t get a victory. 

Mets 8, Rockies 3: At Denver, 


David Wright drove in three runs 
and Pat Misch pitched seven in- 
nings for his first major league 
victory. Wright went 3-for-4 in his 
second start since coming off the 
disabled list after being beaned.

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Brady’s return raises expectations 


Patriots could be team to beat with QB back from injury

he Boss is back. Time for the 
New England Patriots — and 
the NFL — to rock again. 

Tom Brady, the NFL’s version 
of Bruce Springsteen/Bono/Tom Petty, is 
throwing passes and avoiding paparazzi, 
and pro football is better for it. This guy 
is no halftime act at the Super Bowl. He’s 
the reason New England again is favored 
to play in the big game. 

The expectations are high only until you 
consider what Brady has done this decade 
— aside from marrying a supermodel and 
becoming fodder for the entertainment 
tabloids and TMZ. 

The superstar quarterback guided New 
England to three NFL championships in 
four Super Bowl appearances. Two years 
ago, he put together the greatest season 
any passer has compiled, resurrecting 
Randy Moss’ career in the bargain. The 
guy hasn’t lost a regular-season game 
since 2006, having gone down with a knee 
injury in last year’s opener after directing 
the Patriots to a 16-0 record in 2007. 

When he was knocked out by the Kan- 
sas City Chiefs, the NFL lost pizazz. While 
New England didn’t exactly misplace its 
mojo without Brady — the Pats went 11- 
5 — there were no playoffs for the 
Matt Cassel-led team. More sig- 
nificantly, there was no Brady 
Watch: no chase for more re- 
cords; no political candidates 
knocking down his door for 
endorsements; no flood of TV - 
commercials. Pretty much no 


Brady sightings as he recuperated. 

Is he fully recovered? The left leg 
seems to be holding up, although for- 
mer teammate Rodney Harrison, 
who had his share of knee opera- 

tions, says anyone who has under- 

gone a knee operation struggles to 
get past the doubts. 

“T’m sure Tom has had 
some of that. It’s only 
natural,” he said. 

And when Brady was 
. removed from last 
week’s_ exhibition 
game at Wash- 
ington after 
massive de- 
fensive tackle 

Albert Haynes- 
worth toppled him 
— Brady came away with 
a sore shoulder — many 

others wondered if, at 

32, was Brady getting a 
tad brittle. 
“T’ve been dealing 
with this for a long 
time, almost for 
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Brett Favre came back 
from retirement for 

a second time, and will ; 
lead the Minnesota Vikings \ 
this season. 
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the last year. I know where I’m at,” he said. 
“T know how I feel, how comfortable I am 
back there, and I try to convey that I feel 
like that was part of last season. This sea- 
son has been a different year for me. I’ve 
already missed a year. I’ve already paid 
the price for it. 

“Moving forward, you’ve just got to try 
to work as hard as you can to get back to 
your normal self and I really feel like I am. 
... | think if I make a poor play, I never have 
thought, ‘Well, I wonder if it was because 
of my injury last year.’ I think, ‘Well, I’ve 
got to make improvements.’ Just like every 
year where things don’t really go your 
way.” 

Given Brady’s propensity for perform- 
ing like, well, a Grammy winner, it might 
be wise to put all doubts aside and just tune 
in to what he does starting Sept. 14 against 
the Buffalo Bills. 

Until then, there are plenty of other NFL 
story threads to follow. 

Even before the season kicks off with the 
now-traditional Thursday nighter on Sept. 
10 — the defending champion Pittsburgh 
Steelers host the Tennessee Titans — the 
NFL has been a whirlwind, particularly 
off the field. Consider these sagas, all of 
which will continue being played out over 
the next five months, heading toward the 
Super Bowl in Miami: 

™@ Michael Vick in Philadelphia. After 
serving 18 months in prison for his involve- 
ment in dogfighting, the former Atlanta 
Falcons star landed with the Eagles in 
mid-August. He has been cleared by com- 
missioner Roger Goodell to return for the 
third game, Sept. 27 against the Chiefs. In 
his first action for Philly, six plays mostly 
as a shotgun quarterback, Vick looked 
rusty. He scored a rushing TD in his sec- 
ond outing, but his impact could be mini- 
mal this season. 

@ Brett Favre in Minnesota. The Favre 
circus — Cheeseheads are calling it a fi- 
asco (and worse) — finally set up its tent in 
the Twin Cities, weeks after the NFL’s ca- 
reer passing leader said no (wink, wink) to

the Vikings. Soon to be 40, with a damaged 
rotator cuff and, at least in some circles, a 
tattered legacy, ol’ Brett is being counted 
on to lift the Vikings to a title. 

If he is the Favre of the first 11 games 
of 2008 with the New York Jets, when he 
was healthy, Minnesota made a good deci- 
sion. If he is the injured No. 4 of the final 
six weeks, Vikings coach Brad Childress 
might be joining Favre in retirement next 
year. 

m@ Who’s that coach? Let’s see, there are 
32 NFL franchises and 11 have new head 
coaches. Fourteen also have new offensive 
coordinators, and an almost unfathomable 
22 have new defensive coordinators since 
the last preseason. Plus, 12 clubs changed 
special teams coordinators. 

Two (San Francisco’s Mike Singletary 
and Oakland’s Tom Cable) moved up from 
interim positions after replacing fired head 
coaches last season. One (Seattle’s Jim 
Mora) was a coach-in-waiting last year. 

Two others, Raheem Morris in Tampa 
Bay and Josh McDaniels in Denver, are 
33 years old. Neither is off to a promising 
start. Morris’ roster has been gutted, in- 
cluding the purging of linebacker Derrick 
Brooks, one of the Bucs’ all-time greats. 
McDaniels feuded with, then dealt away 
quarterback Jay Cutler — who was the last 
franchise QB in his prime to be traded like 
that? — and still has turmoil on his hands 
with recalcitrant receiver Brandon Mar- 
shall and dozens of other questions. 

On the eve of the season, the Chiefs’ 
Todd Haley fired offensive coordinator 
Chan Gailey, never a good sign. Detroit’s 
Jim Schwartz, well taught by Jeff Fisher in 
Tennessee, takes over a team that won all 
of zero games in 2008. 

Rex Ryan got the position in New York 
when the Jets fired Eric Mangini, who 
promptly landed in Cleveland. Both have 
significantly rejiggered their rosters.
